The vote for Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Audit- 
or, Selectman, Assessor, Overseer of the Poor, School 
Committee, Town House Committee, Cemetery Commis- 
sioner, Trustees of the Fay Library, Highway Surveyor, 
Tree Warden and Constables to be on one ballot. 

The polls will be open for the election of officers at 
nine fifteen o’clock in the forenoon and may be closed at 
two thirty o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 

The following officers to be chosen by ballot : Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three 
years, Assessor for three years. one member of the 
School Committee for three years,- one Overseer of the 
Poor for three years, ''ree Warden, Highway Surveyor, 
Three members of the Town House Com mittee, one Cem- 


-etery Commissioner for three years, Constables and seven 


Trustees of the Fay Library. 

Article 3. To vote by ballot Yes or No on granting 
license for the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Article 4. To hear the reports ef Town Officers and 
Committees and do or act thereon. 

Article 5. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the legitimate use of the Town and make 
appropriations of the same. 

Article 6. To hear the report of the Trustees of the 
Fay Library and do or act thereon. 

Article 7. To determine the manner of collecting the 
taxes for the ensuing year or pass any vote respecting the 
same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will authorize its 
Treasurer to hire such sums of money as may be ueces- 
sary for the Town’s use, and pass any vote respecting the 
same,

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Report of the Trustees of Fay Library. - 


The trustees have had their usual meetings and the 
routine business has been transacted as usual during the 
year. 

Two of the trustees have died and one has moyed 
away from Town. 

In the purchase of new books much greater’ care has 
been used during the year than before as the books have 
been bought at different times and more opportunity has 
been given to look them over and get the judgement of 
competent people regarding them. 

The librarian’s report shows about 9700 volumes in 
the library with a circulation of 5,765 of which 665 have 
gone in the delivery to Southville and Cordavyille on Satur- 
days. The trustees feel that with the books we have 
the circulation is not what it should be. The proportion 
ought to be the other way. ; 

The issuing of the catalogues or more properly finding 
lists which will be ready by Feb. 1, ought to bring about a 
much larger use of the library and a more intelligent se- 
lection of the books. 

Another thing which the trustees suggest we believe 
would result in a large increased use of the book in South- 
ville and Cordayille. That is, the opening of a branch of 
the library in the Town hall at Southville. We think that 
ifit isa choice between the present delivery of books in 
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those villages and the opening of such a branch, the open- 
ing of the branch, which we think would cost no more 
than the present arrangement, would give better service 
even with the increased use of the library that would come 
from the issuing of the catalogues in mind. 

It would bea very practicable thing to have boxes 
made with shelves to hold about 100 books each, fitted with 
doors that could be locked if the hall were to be used for 
other purposes. These boxes could be used for trans- 
porting the books and also set up instead of shelves. Thus 
800 to 500 books or more could be kept there and replaced 
from time to time by others. Then if conditions warrant- 
ed, periodicals could be provided and a good reading 
room maintained without great cost. 

This arrangement would enable people to pick out the 
books more intelligently, though the selection of course 
would be limited. It would also relieve the present con- 
gestion at the main library to some extent. We think it 
would be preferable to the present arrangement, but the 
two would work in well together, as it would be possible if 
people wished to get their books either from the main 
library or the branch.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


During the past year the Selectmen entered into an 
agreement with the Massachusetts Highway Commission, 
the same as other towns, for treatment of the mile and a 
half of State Highway (Main Street), from the Deerfoot 
Road to beyond the house of Thos. P. Lindsay, with heavy 
oil. The work was done by the Town Highway Surveyor 
under the direction of the State Commission. The work 
was splendidly and thoroughly done. ; 

The expense was greater than estimated, on account 
of the condition of the road. The Highway Commission, 
owing to this larger expense, have agreed to reimburse 
the town the sum of $470.00, which will later be sent to 
the Town Treasurer. Those of us who remember the 
condition of the Main Street from Brigham’s Corner to 
the Big Dam a few years back appreciate this long extent 
of good road, 


The work on the Boston Road near St. Anne’s church 
is practically finished, and the Boston & Worcester car 
tracks changed ; a very dangerous corner eliminated, and 
an excellent sidewalk put down by the Highway Surveyor. 


Very little has been done about the abolition of the 
erade crossing at Southborough Center this year, owing 
to the resigination of the chairman of the Commission, 
Hon. Samuel W. McCall, and the difficulty of getting the 
Jommission together. The Court have appointed a new 
member, Mr. A. W. De Gooch, and your Board have been 
in correspondence with the attorney of the N. Y. N. H. & 
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H. R. R. The hearings will be taken up again in the very 
near future, and the Selectmen hope to have the matter 
settled before summer, so the work can be done this year. 


The swimming pool was in successful operation, and 
used a great deal during the past very warm season. The 
Selectmen will ask the town for a special appropriation 
for a care-taker for the coming summer, as your Board 
feels it is necessary. 

As directed by the town the Selectmen employed a 
first class accountant to examine the town books, which 
were found in excellent condition. 

The most serious problem the town has before it is 
the retention of the corporation tax. The loss of this 
would hurt the town tremendously, and practically double 
the tax rate. This year is especially acritical year, owing 
to the wave of radicalism that has been sweeping over, 
not only this state, but the whole country. Southborough 
is fortunate in havinga member of the Legislature, who 
is on the committee on taxation, and will do all in his power 
to look after the interests of the town. This question 
means lots of hard work for your Board, and the Select- 
men will use every effort to protect the town interests. 2 

The Selectmen, as authorized by the town purchased 
a new chemical fire engine for $1125.00. The same has 
been placed at the fire house in Southborough Center. 
Your Board did not sell the hose carriage, as they could 
not obtain what they considered a fair price for it. They 
feel that it can be used to advantage by the town.

Report of the School Committee. 


In looking over our financial report probably the 
first thing that will come to your notice will be the 
fact that our appropriation has been overdrawn. The 
extra work being done in the Industrial School ac- 
counts for a large part of the deficit. An unusual 
amount has been expended for Books and Supplies. 
Your committee could not see any way to carry on 
the work started without exceeding the appropriation 
and did not think that you wished to have anything 
abandoned. We are trying to do more in our High 
School than is being done in any other town of the 
size in the State. With our complete commercial 
course and the Industrial work we are giving our 
children as much as they would get in a city school. 
We point with pride to the fact that our graduates 
are prepared to earn a living at once upon leaving 
school. Several of those graduated last summer 
secured positions at once with fair rumuneration. 
Some of the others have entered college and are doing 
successful work. If the expense seems too great we 
are ready to be instructed. We are your agents and 
expect to do your will. | We have placed the matter 
before you plainly and invite your criticism. In mak- 
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ing our plans for another year we shall be guided by 
instructions given at the Town Meeting. If the work 
is to be carried on as begun it cannot be done for 
less than the amount expended during the past year 


If it is you desire to reduce the cost of running the 
schools, instructions should be given at the annual 
meeting and the committee, as your agents will carry 
out your instructions. To aid you in this we give 
below in paralell columns the figures for the past two 
years. These will show you what becomes -of the 
money expended and enable you to make compari-

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT RECOM- 
MENDING CONSOLIDATION OF THE 
SCHOOLS IN CORDAVILLE 

7 ANDPSOU GEV ULE: 


The special Committee appointed at the last an- 
nual Town Meeting to investigate and report on the 
administration of Town affairs have requested the 
School Committee to make a report to the town in 
regard to the erection of a new union building in the 
south part of the Town. Your committee have given 
this matter careful consideration and are unnaimous 
in their opinion that a new building is a necessity. 
We therefore, take this opportunity to state why we 
believe a new building is desirable in that district. 

For a number of years past the subject has been 
brought up at our meetings, and we have been on the 
verge of asking the town to consider the advisibilty 
of having erected a new building in that section. 

In the first place, the buildings are old and have 
outlived their usefulness. They are not in accord with 
the spirit of the times. Although we have tried to 
keep them in a fairly respectable condition, we have 
expended only what we believe absolutely necessary. 

The sanitary conditions are very unsatisfactory 
and besides the watersupply isinadequate. | Wehave 
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had to depend upon outside sources to get water, and 
at present, for asmall consideration are supplied in 
that way. During the past year we did think some- 
what of either sinking the wells ar digging new ones, 
but this would mean the outlay of several hundred 
dollars, and believing that in the near future a new 
building would be asked for and granted, we decided 
that it would be very unwise on our part to go to this 
expense. 

We believe that consolidation would add mater- 
ially to the progress of the schools there. We would 
have better schools, besides we could have better 
graded work. At the present time in each of the 
Primary schools the teacher has four grades; in the 
Grammar school the teacher has four grades and an 
average school of thirty-eight pupils. This is to great 
a number for one teacher to do satisfactory work, 
and as asa result pupils in that district have not the 
advantages of the pupils in the Centre. The schools 
there are properly graded, and consequently the 
pupils that enter the Ninth grade from the south part 
are not so well prepared for the above named reason 

While we do not believe there would be any de- 
crease financially in consolidation, we do know that 
the work could be done in a more uniform and _ satis- 
factory manner. F 

We could have three schools of three grades 
each. By so doing we could have a ninth grade 
thereby dispensing with the necessity of such pupils 
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going to the Centre. 

In regard toa location for this building, it would 
have to be placed as nearly as possible between the 
two villages. 

The school house lot where the present grammar 
school now stands, we would not reccomend for that 
purpose. It is not large enough, besides the grounds 
are hilly. Land to the north of this building would 
a very desirable location. This is owned by the 
Cordaville Woolen Co. 

- We earnestly recommend that this matter be 
given serious consideration by the voters of South- 
borough.

School Committee. 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of the Town of 
Southborough : 


Gentlemen :— 

The twenty-first annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools is herewith presented. The us- 
ual statistical data and reports of special. teachers 
and of the High School Principal will be found in 
their appropriate places. 

The schools are to be commended for the uni- 
formly excellent spirit which pervades them and the 
earnest efforts put forth by both teachers and pupils 
to register progress and efficiency. These efforts 
are, however, considerably handicapped by the large 
amount of absence evidenced by the rscords. Since 
the schools opened in September there were 1741 
days of absence in all the schools of the town, or an 
average of over a week for every child enrolled. 

It is true that over seventy per cent of this ab- 
sence record has been caused by sickness ; but what- 
ever the cause, so great an amount of absence is a 
serious menace to successful school work. There 
were 265 instances of tardiness in all of the schools 
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since the opening in September, occuring mostly in 
the high school and the upper grammar grades. 


Irregularity of attendance breeds indifference in. 
the child that is addicted to that habit, kills the en- 
thusiasm of the school which he attends, and dis- 
courages his teacher. [Iam impelled to mention 
this matter by the belief that, the extent and nature 
of this species of school waste being known, there will 
be an earnest attempt on the part of parents to im- 
prove the attendance record in this town. 


ManuaL TRAINING. 


The work of the manual training department is 
progressing on about the same lines indicated in the 
superintendent's report of last year, :and excellent 
results are being accomplished. There is a danger, 
however, that after the newness of this department 
of school work has worn away, that some children 
will not maintain their interest in it. The best rem- 
edy for such a condition, I believe, is continually to 
make the work seem worth while to the child. That 
is the aim in this department, as is suggested by the 
variety of products attempted. The making of such 
articles of utility as picture frames, tie racks, book 
cases, cabinets, shelves, etc. appeals to a boy’s 
sense of values. 


CooKING AND SEWING. 


The work in domestic science is well covered in 
the report of Miss Tower, the teacher in charge. I 
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would add, however, that additional zest would be 
engendered in this department by making it contrib- 
ute to the noon lunches of the children who do not 
go home to their dinners. 

To do this it would only be necessary to employ 
the teacher of domestic science for the five days of 
each week instead of two, and give her certain acad- 
emic subjects of the high school to occupy the bal- 
ance of her time. The expense of fitting up a place 
where hot soups and drinks, sandwiches and pie 
could be served at cost, I believe would not exceed 
one hundred dollars. Such a change would be a 
help to the high school department in that additional 
lines of work could be attempted, or more accom- 
plished in the lines already established. A_ useful 
outlet for the activities of the cooking period would 
be provided; and the children who remain at the 
school building during the noon hour could enjoy a 
hot drink to supplement their cold lunches. This 
thing is done in other places, and I see no serious 
obstacle to its being done in Southborough. 

I trust the reports of the special teachers may 
receive due consideration, and I assure you, Gentle- 
men of the School Committee, of my appreciation of 
your cooperation for the best interests of the schools 
of Southborough.

Report of Supervisor of Music. 


Mr. F. B. Van Ormon, Superintendent 
of Schools; 

During the four years since a report has been 
given by the Supervisor of Music there have been 
very few changes in the study of music in the schools 
of Southborough. : 

‘One of the best things accomplished was the in- 
stallation of a new piano in the Assembly Hall in the 
High School building. Iam sure that we are all 
grateful for the new instrument, and all enjoy using it. 

At the present time the class in the High School 
is the largest since music was made elective, which 
is gratifying. For the last three years at both the 
High and Grammer School graduations we have 
been able to have solos, duetts, etc., by individual 
members of the classes, as well as choruses by the 
whole school. Inthe Grammar School the wards 
of the class song have been written by one of the 
pupils, and last year this plan was followed in the 
High School. 


The High School uses octavo music almost en- 
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tirely, occasionally singing from ‘‘ The Cecelian. ” 
The Grammar School is now learning some of the old 
well-known songs, and we are able to have three- 
part singing. ° I am glad to say that there is an im- 
provement in the music in this school. 

Since, September the Intermediate School has 
shown such an interest in the music that on the day 
of my visit we have had the lesson in the Assembly 
Hall, in order to use the piano. 

In the First Primary School the first grade 
formerly learned rote songs only, but this year the 
children are taking up chart work also, which I think 
will be of benefit to them next year. 

The music in the other schools has been carried 
on as usual.

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Report of Teacher of Cooking and Sewing. 


To the Superintendent of Schools ; 


Sewing is begun in the sixth grade, The girls 
are taught and practice stitches on a piece of cloth 
and as soonas they can do them well enough, they 
are put onto some simple article such as a combina- 
tion of sewing bag and apron. Flannel petticoats 
are also made in this grade. 

In the seventh grade, the stitches are reviewed 
and they are taught to thread and run a sewing ma- 
chine. They make pillow cases, plain petticoats, 
fancy or sleeveless aprons. 

Cooking caps and cooking aprons are made in 
the eighth grade. The girls are taught to use pat- 
terns and cut their own aprons. These are stitched 
by machine. They also make buttonholes, patches 
and darns. 

The first three classes in the High School are 
making undergarments. These are all cut by the 
pupils and partly made by machine. They also re- 
view buttonholes, make gussets and sew on hooks 
and eyes. , 
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In the last year of High School, each girl cuts 
and makes a washable dress, and learns some of the 
more fancy stitches, featherstitching, hemstitching, 
and embroidery which may be used on her dress. 

Cooking is compulsory only one year, in the 
ninth grade. This is not only.the preparation of food 
but includes housekeeping duties such as dusting, 
care of sinks, towels, silver, knives, etc. 

Study is made of the composition and prices of 
food, so that the girls may be able to choose food 
that will give them the best nourishment for the price. 
For the most part, only plain cooking is done in the 
school room and if the principal of the cooking is 
thoroughly understood, the more elaborate dishes. 
may be made at home. - 

The girls are all interested in their work and in 
order to make the lessons more practical, should be 
allowed to help with such work at home.

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Report of the Manual Training Instructor. 


I submit to you a brief report of the Manual 
Training department of the Southborough Public 
Schools. 

During the’ past year our High School work has 
been conducted as nearly as possible along the lines 
of the outline which I presented in my report of last 
year. As our machine lathe has not been fully 
equipped, it was found necessary to give the seniors 
wood turning instead of metal work, and as a conse- 
quence the sophomores can take no wood turning as 
there are barely lathes enough to go around among 
the juniors and seniors. To alleviate this difficulty I 
would suggest that a twelve inch engine lathe be ad- 
ded to our equipment and that the seniors be given 
meta] turning and metal spinning. : 


The circular saw which was installed last year 
has proven its worth in many ways, enabling the 


boys to do better and more rapid work with little un- 
necessary labor and a minimum of waste material. 

A small hand saw would make our shop equip- 
ment very complete, and enable us to do many va- 
rieties of work which we have as yet not attempted, 
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such as the rockers and backs of chairs, round top 


tables, etc. 

The work of the grades shows a considerable 
improvement over that of last year, and the interest 
shown in the work in some cases is intense.

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Report of Principal of Peters High School. 


I herewith hand to you the Principal’s report for 
the year rgro-Ig1l. 

The enrolment to date shows 48 pupils agaisnt 
44 for last year, divided as follows : Seniors, 8; Jun- 
iors, 11; Sophomores, 12; Freshman, 17: Commer- 
cial Course, 28; Classical, 13; Scientific, 7. Taking 
the school as.a whole there has been steady improve- 
ment, far more than is proportional to the size of the 
school and teaching staff. Of last year’s graduating 
class one is attending Colby College and another the 
Boston School of Pharmacy. Four passed examina- 
tions in stenography and typewriting with marks 
above 90 per cent at the Oliver Typewriter Rooms, 
Boston, and three of these have permanent positions. 
This speaks well for the grade of work that is being 
done both on the part of the pupils and the teachers, 
especially in the Commercial Department. _ It is not 
necessary for our boys and girls to leave school for 
some Business College in order to become fitted for a 
good position. 

The improvement has taken place not only in the 
scholarship but especially in the High School, there 
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has been a marked change of attitude in gene- 
ral. There is less restlessness and more of a spirit 
of ‘‘paying attention to business.” I think that the 
pupils are realizing more that as fast as there increases 
an atmosphere of friendly cooperation between pupils 
and teachers; just so fast there is increased advance 
all along the educational line. And I particularly 
urge that the parentsand the friends ofthe school unite 
in furthening the idea —which is a fact, indeed—that 
the teachers are here solelyto help the pupils in all of 
schools an] that the less the pupils allow their minds 
to run to mischief and the more manly and womanly, 
and cooperatively thoughtful they become in their 
conduct, the more they will receive trom the schcols 
and the better prepared they will be for life. 

Chere is a good interest in the Manual Training 
and the Sewing and Cooking Courses. We have 
been endeavoring to bring this part of our work into 
the public eye by serving a series of afternoon teas, 
thé work, —including invitations, menu, and brief lit- 
erary and musical program—being prepared entirely 
by the girls under the supervision of the teachers in 
the Departments. In due time all the parents of 
High School pupils and as many others of the towns 
people as possible will have been invited. 

The equipment of the school is being steadily im- 
proved. Needed scientific apparatus has been added 
from time to time. The most important addition is 
the reflectoscope. This instrument projects upon a 
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screen not only the customary glass slides but any 
plain opaque picture such as maps, line plate cuts, and 
post cards. Thus it is possible to illustrate almost 
any course of study besides giving us an opportunity 
for public lectures. 

The Basket Ball Team and the school publication 
The P. H. S. Index are ina prosperous condition. 
Up to the present: time the team has won seven out 
of nine games. In reference to the Index we might 
say, however, that the public sales have been a little 
disappointing. The pupils are getting out a fine 
little paper and it would give them considerable more 
enthusiasm in this branch to their work is the towns- 
people would subscribe more generally. You will find 
the paper on sale at the drug store. 

While the school is prospering as above indicated 
there are two things which sadly need remedying for 
it is in spite of them that we have done as well as we 
have. I refer to the crowded schedule of classes for 
the teachers and the large number of absences and 
tardinesses on the part of the pupils, both of which 
were comented upon last year. As to the first I find 
that the Outlined Courses of study call for 127 reci- 
tation and laboratory periods per week for the regular 
courses. Onthe basis ofa seven period schedule thereare 
35 possible periods foreach of three teachers or on the 
basis of an eight period schedule there are 40 possible 
periods for each teacher, but in the latter case the P. 
M. periods must be about 30 minutes in length, which 
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in most cases is too short. By alternating and com- 
bining several of the Junior and Senior, Freshman 
and Sophmore courses — which however is not really 
a good scheme from the standpoint of the staté of 
development of the pupil’s minds in the different classes 
—we have reduced the number of recitations per week 
to 108. 108+35 or 108+40 does seem to make it a 
possibility to conduct the work with three teachers 
But we cannot guarantee any study periods nor prac- 
tice periods for typewriting, neither is it possible to 
avoid a too great succession of recitations for the in- 
dividual pupil. These may come as a matter of luck 
but it is only luck in most cases. 

But in addition to the above number of recitation 
periods, we are called upon to give 4 hours to Manu- 
al Training, 1 hour to Music, and 1 hour and 40 min- 
utes to drawing. | These periods are not only added 
to the recitation period as numbered above in almost 
every case the time for them must be deducted from 
the regular teachers’time for conducting recitations. 
Therefore the problem reduces itself to-mathematical 
impossibility. 

The question naturally arises: what are we doing 
under these circumstances? We have been obliged 
to give four periods per week to those courses that 
call for five and three periods to many of those that 
call for four. There is nothing else to do but it is 
unnecessary for me to draw the natural conclusion in 
reference to justice to the pupil’s. 
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Incidentally I might say also that the best results 
are not to be attained either in scholarship or admin- 
istration. So long as the principal must devote prac- 
ically the whole of his time to conducting recitations 
and to the clerical work of the High School alone and 
yet trying to act as administrator for a building con- 
taining five schools and over two hundred pupils. 
Evidentally our teaching staff mnst be augmented 
or else we must content ourselves with a less ambi- 
tious curriculum. But as suggested last year, the 
bulk of these difficulties can be remedied with but 
small proportional expense by making the Domestic 
Science teacher a regular teacher handling other 
branches along with her Cooking and Sewing. To 
this end I heartily endorse Supt. Van Ornum’s sug- 
gestions along this line. Or it would be a very great 
advance to engage a teacher of Elocution who would 
handle all of the work in English thus relieving the 
Commercial teacher who has more work to handle 
than can be done to advantage. The pupils need 
greatly special training in articulation and speaking 
both in general conversation and in public. Indist- 
inct speaking has already worked to the disadvantage 
of the High School, namely at those times when we 
have been examined by the State Commissioner of 
Education. 


For the second matter, figures will speak elo- 
quently. During this last fall term of 16 weeks 226 
pupils were enrolled in the Grades and High School. 
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Out of whole 226 only 19 were neither tardy nor ab- 
sent! There were 1144 whole-day absences; and 
297 half-day absences; and 289 tardy marks! An 
average of more than one week’s absence for each 
pupil. During the fourth month in High School the 
average per. cent. of attendance was but 90.2%. I 
do not believe that this is necessary. I know that it 
is detrimental to the the schools. Put it on an econ- 
omic basis, if you please, and you see that the Town 
is paying for one week’s more instruction than your 
children are receiving. Is it not possible to have all 
hands: teachers, school committee, parents and chil- 
dren unite to wipe out such a record. 

[am glad to note that there have been more of 
the parents visiting the shcools during the year, par- 
ticularly the Grades. This isa good sign. We hope 
to see the number of such visitors myltiplied. The 
children will take a greater interest in their work if 
they are convinced that their parents are also inter- 
ested. 

Again, this year, I wish to express my gratitude 
towards all those whoin any way have assisted in help- 
ing increase the efficiency oftheschools. Theteachers 
all renew their determination to be of use to the child- 
ren in there development.

The figures do not show any more use of 
the library, in spite of the new catalogues and other things 
that we feel ought to make a difference in it. One fact, 
however, is significant; and that is that nearly all the fall- 
ing off in the number of books delivered isin the number 
sent to Southville and Cordaville. Out of the total decrease 
of 2038, that of 130 is in the list sent to those villages. It 
looks as though when the branch library is established 
there the balance might be the other way. 

Leaving figures out of account, however, there are 
many things that point toa much better condition. In- 
stead of having an attendance of four or five out of a total 
of fifteen at the meetings, now all the trustees attend with 
interest and enthusiasm. The book committee have given 
a good deal of time to their work and a large number of 
new books have been purchased. Special attention has 
been given to providing books along the line of farming 
and other practical lines, not the purely technical and 
hard to read, but those that are readable, interesting, and 
practical as well. Hspecially it has been sought to pro- 
vide this class of books for the boys and girls. 

It has not been possible to make much improvement 
in conditions at the present library. With the prospect 
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of getting into the new one so soon, there was little ‘that 
eould be done. There is one thing to which the trustees 
would call attention, however, and that is the shelf for the 
new books, so situated that all can get at them to look 
them over as they wish. 

As to the future, little can be said at present. <A 
larger appropriation will be necessary during the coming 
year, not merely because of the added expenses in run- 
ning the new building, but also the expense of moving 
and the work of looking over and sorting out the books, 
and all the things that will be necessary to look after in 
connection with the moving. 

The trustees are trying to bring about the greatest 
possible efficiency at a minimum cost. They are putting 
considerable time and thought into it without charge, and 
ask only the cooperation of the people of the town, re- 
minding them of the fact that there are a large number 
of. valuable books there which may be used if one is will- 
ing only to come after them, and which embrace to some 
extent every line of thought and information. For the 
benefit of the book-buying committee the trustees would 
call attention to the fact that they are always ready to 
welcome suggestions of books which are désired, and 
there is a book in the library for the purpose of putting 
down the names of such books as are desired.

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SELECTMENS’ REPORT. 


The town was very unfortunate in losing the services 
of Waldo B. Fay as Town Treasurer. Mr. Fay resigned 
his office to take effect May 8, after seventeen years of 
service, in which he served his native town with great 
honesty, faithfulness, integrity and honor. 

The Selectmen, according to law, appointed the audi- 
itor, Thomas E. Waldron, as town treasurer to fill ont the 
unexpired term, believing him to be a worthy successor 
of Mr. Fay. The young man is experienced in business 
affairs, with an excellent record as auditor. 

Charles E. Bagley was appointed auditor, and has 
been eminently successful in filling that position. 

One hearing has been held on the abolition of the 
grade crossing at Southborough Center. 

Last year a more determined effort than ever was 
made in the Legislature to allow the State to retain the 
corporation tax. Fortunately for the Town this was de- 
feated after a very hard and vigorous fight, and the 
Selectmen wish to take this opportunity to call to your 
attention the tremendous amount of good work our local 
representative and fellow townsman, Augustus E. Wright, 
as a member of the legislature, did, and the great help he 
was to your Board. The matter of the corporation tax is 
of the most vital interest to the tax payers of this town. 
The loss of this tax would mean more than the doubling 
of the present tax rate. The Selectmen realize the 
seriousness of the situation, and will be untiring in their 
efforts to retain this tax again this year, and have already 
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retained counsel and are giving it their very closes t 
attention. 

The Town of Southborough, for the first time in its 
history, issued bonds, as authorized by a special town 
meeting, to pay for the new school house which is now 
being erected in the south part of the town. The amount 
issued was twenty-two thousand dollars in four per cent. 
bonds, which are sold ata preinium. These bonds are to 
be retired two thousand dollars annually, the same to be 
raised by taxation. This is according to the State law. 

The Selectmen wish to urge upon the tax payers of 
Southborough the necessity of economy in the expendi- 
tures this coming year. The fixed charges of the town 
have increased owing to the erection and near completion 
of the new public library, the building of the new school 
house, and the hall in Fayville. It will cost money to 
keep these permanent improvements up in the way they 
should be, and your Board feels that the town, for its size, 
has been spending a great deal of money in the past few 
years, and wish to go on record as urging economy unless 
the tax payers realize that the tax rate will have to be 
increased,

To the School Committee of the Town of Soiih- 
borough. 


GENTLEMEN : The twenty-second annual report 
of the Superintendent of Schools is herewith pre- 
sented. 


CHANGES IN THE TEACHING FORCE. 


Of the fifteen teachers required by the schools 
of the town the names of only seven, who were in the 
service of the town Jan. 1, 1911, appear on the pay- 
roll of the new year. Misses Bradford, Thrasher, 
Kingsley, Peabody, and Parker, and Mr. Rogers 
resigned to accept better positions elsewhere ; Miss 
Reagan to enjoy a year’s leave of absence among 
friends inthe West ; Miss Choate to continue her art 
studies, and Miss Green to be married. 

On Jan. 29 of the new year Mr. L. L. Workman, 
for two and one-half years principal of Peters High 
School, resigned to accept a very attractive position 
in the Framingham Normal School. His kindly 
spirit and earnest efforts have made a deep impres- 
sion for good both upon the school and the com- 
munity. 

The new teachers, whose names appear else 
where in this report, have taken up the work with 
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zeal where it was left by their predecessors, have 
readily acquired the traditions and practices of their 
new positions, and are securing very good results. 
Indeed, throughout the town the teachers are putting 
forth their best efforts to make the school life of the 
children of Southborough contribute in largest mea- 
sure to their joy and profit. 


THE MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT, 


The work in the Manual Training Department 
deserves special mention both on account of the in- 
terest in the work manifested by the boys, and also 
on account of the results accomplished. ‘The list of 
articles already completed includes rulers, pencil 
sharpeners, match strikers, clothes sticks, key boards, 
done by boys in grade six; coat and hat racks, 
bread boards, knife and fork boxes, match boxes, 
done by boys in grade seven; whisk broom holders, 
string winders, shelves, done by boys in grade eight ; 
sleeve boards, candlesticks, library tables, looms, 
bird houses, done by boys of grade nine; pen 
holders, pen trays, blotter pads, stationery boxes, 
stamp boxes, paper knives, small table, towel roller, 
taboret, bulletin board, done by boys of the high 
school. 

Since September the manual training room, as 
well as the services of Mr. Prendiville, the manual 
training teacher, have been on Wedesdays and 
Fridays at the disposal of St. Mark’s School under 
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an arrangement by which that school bears $440 of 
the burden of the salary of the manual training 
teacher. Thus far I believe this arrangement has 
proved mutually to the advantage of the Town and 
St. Mark's School. I trust there will not appear 
any reason for an interruption of this arrangement. 


THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


The new building in the South part of the town, 
the erection of which was made possible by the ap- 
propriation voted at the special town meeting in May 
last, is well on the way toward completion. It 
promises when finished to be one of the best, one of 
the most up-to-date school buildings of its size in the 
State. With this building in commission the citizens 
of Southborough may well feel proud of their school 
accommodations in all parts of the town. 


PROMOTIONS. 


A glance at the table of promotions on another 
page of this report will show that comparatively few 
children in town failed of promotion last June. 
Every normal child should make a grade each year. 
Every child who comes to school regularly, applies 
himself to his work to the best of his ability, and 
proves to his teacher that he is capable of profiting 
by the work of the next grade, is reasonably sure of 
promotion at the end of one year in a grade; but 
considerable absence from school or lack of applica- 
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tion often makes it unwise to grant promotion until 
the end of a second year in a grade, 


THE ATTENDANCE RECORD. 


Mention was made in the report of last year of 
the alarming amount of absence from school. The 
records still show too much irregularity in attend- 
aace, but there has been some improvement since 
September. 

The child who attends school irregularly, who 
even loses a single day in two or three weeks, breaks 
the continuity of his lessons, loses many of them out- 
right, holds back his class, and loses respect both for 
himself and for his school. Every parent who has 
the best interests of his children at heart will see to 
it that they attend school regularly unless sickness 
makes it impossible. 


CO-OPERATION. 


The child spends. his time partly in the atmos- 
phere of the home and partly in that of the school. 
In order to proceed intelligently to discharge the 
respective responsibilities of the school and the home 
in the proper development of the child, it would séem 
only reasonable that there should be mutual under- 
standings between these two institutions. 

The influence of the schools would be vastly in- 
creased if parents and citizens would visit the schools 
frequently, get acquainted with the teachers, inspect 
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the classes, and look over the buildings. Our 
teachers have not reached that standard of perfection 
where a word of appreciation of some good thing 
they are trying to do will not be an inspiration. 


CONCLUSION. 
I appreciate the worthy efforts of the School 
Committee to advance the interests of the schools of 


Southborough.

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Report of Principal of Peters High School. 


To the Southboro School Committee: 
Gentlemen, 

I herewith hand to you the report of the Prin- 
cipal of the Peters High School for the school year 
(QT I-12. 

Continuing in point of time from my last year’s 
report I find that the spring term of 1911 closeda 
good year for the high school. During the spring 
vacation by virtue of the liberality of the townspeople, 
andalso of the St. Mark’s and Fay Schools, who 
attended all.or part of a series of entertainments, 
the senior class made a trip to Washington, D. C. 

-and came back to school after an experience well 
worth its cost. There was a visabile broadening of 
the minds anda corresponding enlargement of ideas 
on the part of the members of the class 

The graduation exercises in June were eminent- 
ly successful and the class of eight faced the world in 
the right spirit, Iwo passed the examinations for 
the Framingham Normal School, one entered college 
where he is doing well, and two others are demostrat- 
ing the practical value and efficiency of the school’s 
Commercial Course by giving good satisfaction in the 
Deerfoot Diary office. 
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The fall term opened auspiciously, three new 
teachers—two regular assisants and the Manual 
Training Instructor—soon demonstrating their abilty 
to fill their positions well. This has been especially 
noticable in the sloyd and carpentry work. 

The enrollement as follows: total names, 46; 
seniors, 10; juniors, 15; sophmores, 14; freshmen, 7. 
By courses; classical, 8 scientific, 14; commercial, 24. 
The attendance has been somewhat unsatistactory. 
Only one pupil has the record of being neither absent 
nor tardy from January 1st to Jauuary ist. In my 
opinion, many parents as well as pupils fail to proper- 
ly appreciate the value and necessity of constant at- 
tendance. Several pupils have made poor records 
for no other reason than absence from classes with 
the parents’ permission, 

The work of the classes on the whole has shown 
improvement over that of last year and the year be. 
fore. My authority for this statement rests not wholly 
upon my opinion, but also upon the judgment of our 
State Inspector as well. Outside of the class work the 
activities of the school have been the same as last year. 
The school has continued the publication of the 
school paper, THe InpEx, and the boys have made 
a fine record in basket ball. The present senior class 
is making arrangements for a vacation trip to Wash- 
ington, and I sincerely hope that th ey will be liber- 
ally supported by the town’s people. 

The spirit of the school has been very good ex- 
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cepting in one particular. There is the proper 
friendly attitude towards the teachers and considera- 
ble of a desire to co-operate withthem. This is as it 
should be and it always results in direct benefit to 
the pupil, because the teachers can do one hundred 
per cent. better instructing if their minds are free 
from discipline work. But there is, however, a 
noticeable tendency to avoid hard, thorough work on 
the part of many pupils. It is this that has kept the 
school from receiving the Norinal School certificating 
privilege. It is the duty of the parents to see to it 
that their children do ‘‘ home work” faithfully for the 
lesson assignments cannot be mastered during school 
hours only. On the other hand a big mistake is be- 
ing made practically every week by the home allow- 
ing social life in some form or other to take prece- 
dence over evening study. 

In regard to the school obtaining the college cer- 
tificating privilege, which many have spoken about 
at one time or another, I wish to make it plain that is 
it no fault of the standard of work that has kept us off 
the list, but rather the small number of graduates 
entering college. It is necessary for three graduates 


to be in the allied colleges at one time in order to be 
placed upon the list. After that one pupil entering 
college annually and maintaining a good record will 
keep the school's privilege of certification. Now is 
the time to make a try for the desired privilege, for 
with two in good standing at present, and one more 
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_entering within two years, would give the school the 
right to petition for the certified standing. 

In this my last report as principal of the Peters 
High School, I wish to thank the Committee for the 
confidence they have placed in me, and to indicate 
my appreciation of the support accorded me by the 
town’s people in general, Especially am I grateful 
for the friendliness and respect of the school children 
which has been indicated in no uncertain way. 

I bespeak for the school and pupils a most pros- 
perous future.

To the Superintendent and School Committee of 
Southborough: 

Gentlemen :— 

I herewith present my report as Medical Inspec- 
tor of the Southborough Public Schools. 

At the commencement of the fall term all child- 
ren in school were inspected. 

Last year I founda large number of children 
with enlarged tonsils and defective teeth, but iam 
glad to be able to inform the public that these con- 
ditions have been well looked after by the parents 
and great many been removed of such conditions. 

The following table reveals the extent of the pre- 
vailing chronic conditions.

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Report of Teacher of Cooking and Sewing. 


To the School Committee of Southborough: 


During the past year the work in Cooking has been 
along the same lines as in the two preceding years; that 
is, the girls have prepared for the most part plain food, 
estimated the cost, and learned what rules and the theory 
which scemed to be necessary to prepare it in the proper 
way. They also have been taught quick and good methods 
of work and to build a coal fire. 

Their cooking has consisted of food illustrating the 
preparation in various ways of vegetables, cereals, baking 
powder mixtures for such as biscuits and muffins; soda 
and molasses mixtures for steamed plum pudding, ginger 
bread and brown bread; eggs cooked in various ways 
and in combination with milk, as in custards and pud- 
dings ; pastry, in pies and turnovers, raised bread, meat, 
tish, gelatine, ice cream, cake, cookies, salad; and prac: 
tice in using left-over material such as meat, potatoeS and 
bread. They also learn to set the table, wait on table and 
to prepare a tray for an invalid. In addition to these 
things the High School pupils have made a few things 
which are more difficult though not as necessary, such as 
doughnuts, croquettes, fritters, and a few more fancy 
puddings. 

During Thanksgiving week the High School classes 
cooked and served a Thanksgiving dinner. Covers were 
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laid for eight. Those who prepared the dinner sat at the 
table and girls from the other classes acted as waitresses. 
The menu was as follows: 


Roast Chicken, Cranberry Sauce. 
Mashed Potato. Squash. Turnip. Onions, 
Celery. 


Plum Pudding, Cream Sauce. 
Grapes, 


With the exception of the pudding the pupils furnish- 
ed everything.. They estimated the cost and found it to 
be about thirty cents per plate. 

During the year three after-school lessons were held. 
The parents were invited to come early enough to see the 
class at work and later were served. After the serving 
music and readings were furnished by members of the 
class. These lessons gave the parents a chance to observe 
a class at work, and it also gave an opportunity for 
teachers and parents to become acquainted. 

The questions are often asked, “What becomes of the 
food the class cooks ?’? and “Who washes the dishes and 
does the cleaning?” So it may be well to explain the 
procedure of a lesson. Usually the class recites on the 
previous lesson ; the new recipe for the morning is read 
and directions given. The recipes are large enough to 
serve four or six people. Two girls generally work to- 
gether and prepare a fraction of the whole recipe, or just 
enough to serve themselves. . The cleaning is assigned to 
pupils in turn. Each day two girls wash dishes and clean 
the sinks, four girls wipe dishes and wash dish towels, 
one tends to the fire and does the baking, one puts away 
materials and scours tables, and one sees that utensils 
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are put in order in the cupboards. The remainder of the 
class put away dishes and do whatever needs to be done, 
such as cleaning knives and polishing brass. 

Cooking is required in the ninth grade and elective in 
the High School. Sewing is required in Grades VI, VII, 
VIII, and must be taken by High School pupils who elect 
cooking. Inthe sixth grade all the plain stitches are 
taught on a piece of cloth and then putinto a sewing-bag 
and apron; later they make a petticoat. In the seventh 
grade they learn machine stitching, buttonholes and darn- 
ing, and make long aprons for themselves. 

The eighth grade girls do patching and make aprons, 
holders, towels, and caps to be used in cooking the next 
year, and underclothes. 

The High School girls have a choice of making under- 
wear, waists, or wash dresses. Before Christmas they 
made a few fancy articles and did a little embroidery. 

In all classes the pupils furnish their own cloth, and 
needles and thread are furnished by the school. 

The girls are all interested and enthusiastic, and 
there are many of them who promise to make good house- 
keepers.

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside in said 
meeting.

The Votes for Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
Collector, Auditor, Selectman, Assessor, Overseer of the 
Poor, School Committee, Town House Committee, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Trustees of the Fay Library, High- 
way Surveyor, Tree Warden, Constable and Board of 
Health to be on one ballot. 


The polls will be open for the election of Officers at 
eight-fifteen o’clock in the forenoon, and may be closed 
at two-thirty o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 


The following Officers to be chosen by ballot: Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three 
years, one Overseer of the Poor for three years, Tree 
Warden, Highway Surveyor. Three members of the 
Town House Committee, one member of the Cemetery 
Commissioners for three years, one member of the Board 
of Health for one year, one member of the Board of 
Health for two years, one member of the Board of Health 
for three years, Constables, and two Trustees of 
the Fay Library. 

Yes or No on grant- 
ing license for the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors.

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Report of the Trustees of Fay Library. 


It is with a deep sense of loss that we record the with- 
drawal of Reverend Mr. Rockwood from our board. He 
has served the Library and the Town faithfully and well, 
with no thought of reward save the satisfaction which 
comes from public service honestly rendered for the pub- 
lic good. We here express our appreciation and our 
thanks. 

During the past year we have taken along stride for- 
ward, having moved from the cramped quarters in thetown 
hall into the new building which is proving itself admir- 
ably adapted to our present needs and capable of meeting 
all requirements for many years tocome. The increased 
space at our command and plan of the library has enabled 
us to give to the readers free access to the books. This 
means that anyone wishing to use the library can see for 
himself what books we have and can choose what books 
he will draw. Acquaintance with the books on the shelves 
necessarily gives one a better idea of the library’s re- 
sources than could be obtained from any catalogue, how- 
ever perfect it might be. 

Free access to the books and an increase in the number 
of hours during which the library is open‘ have resulted 
in an increase of eighty per cent. in the circulation. The 
average circulation per week from January Ist to August 
3d was 125, and from September 20th to December 31st 
was 225. 

Over six hundred books have been added during the 
year. This unusually large number is in good part due to 
the liberal gifts of Mrs. Eugene Fay, Dr. francis L. Bur- 
nett, Charles F. Choate, Jr., Esq.. and Mr. and Mrs. 
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Charles A. Kidder. Mrs. Fay’s gift included many books 
and papers connected with the life and work of the 
Honorable Francis B. Fay, the founder of the library. 

Other gifts which are gratefully recorded here are the 
busts of Longfellow and of Lowell from Mr. and Mrs. 
Waldo B. Fay; a clock from Mr. and Mrs. Robert M. 
Burnett; the pictures of Washington and Lincoln, from 
the Southborough Grange; and the picture of Martha 
Washington from the Southborough Woman's Club’ 

The sets of the Town Auditor’s and Assessors’ Reports 
have been completed and bound. We make an earnest 
appeal for pamphlets, reports or other printed matter 
which refer to local history or town affairs. Such mate- 
rial which is too often lost or distroyed in the home may 
prove of great value when preserved for public use in the 
library. 

Our funds for the purchase of new books are necessari- 
ly limited. The Book Cammittee therefore gladly wel- 
come from anyone suggestions which may help them in 
choosing books which will prove suitable for the library 
and of permanent value.

The State Forester’s office has offered us a first class 
one, costing the State $1500 to $1600.

State Aid. I would ask, therefore, for the Tree Warden 
$500 to be expended at his discretion; and for the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moth work I would ask for $1,500 and 
$500 towards the new spraying machine.

Tree Warden. 
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Selectmen’s Report for 1912. 


During the past year the Selectmen have conducted 
several liquor raids and secured four convictions. It is 
very difficult under the law to convict, as the actual pass- 
ing of money must be witnessed. Your Board will con- 
tinue its work in this direction and use its best endeavors 
to keep the illegal sale of liquor down in the town. 

The Board has taken up with the City of Marlboro 
and the neighboring towns the question of the reductlon 
of the price of electricity both for street lighting and 
house lighting. We feel that with a united effort of the 
several towns, with good expert advice, we will be able to 
secure, within the next few months, a material reduction 
in the price of electricity. Several meetings have been 
held at the City Hall, Marlboro, and representatives from 
the towns of Southboro, Framingham, Hudson, Maynard 
and the city of Marlboro, have been present, and when 
the facts are properly prepared they will be presented- 
to the State Board of Gas and Electrie Light Commission- 
ers. 

The question of five cent fares has also been discuss- 
ed at these meetings. 

The Board feels that the closeness of interests of the 
neighboring towns we will be able to accomplish much 
more for the town thanif each town acted separately. 

The Selectmen granted a franchise to the Framing- 
ham, Hudson and Marlboro Gas. Co. for a right to lay 
their pipes through the town from Framingham to Marl- 
boro. According to a vote passed at the Town Meeting, 
the Town Treasurer, witb the advice and consent of the 
Selectmen, sold $15,500, of serial notes, payable two thou- 
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sand dollars yearly. Of this amount ten thousand dollars 
was for the Library, and five thousand five hundred 
dollars was for the South Union Schoolhouse. The Treas- 
urer has also invested fifteen hundred dollars, funds of 
the Fay Library which he had in his hands, and on which 
the Town was paying interest at the rate of six percent 
on five hundred dollars and seven percent. on a thousand. 

The Board of Selectmen again wish to urge upon the 
taxpayers of Southboro the necessity of economy in the 
expenditures this coming year. The bond of indebted- 
ness of the town is now $25,500, of which four thousand 
dollars has to be paid over each year, and the interest be- 
sides. The tax rate was raised last year, and if rigid 
economy is not practised, will be higher this year. 

The same determined effort is being made before the 
Legislature to change the tax laws, for the state to take a- 
way from cities and towns the corporation tax which they 
now receive. Your Board is fully alive to the acute situa- 
tion, and is watching it with the utmost care, as the loss 
of the corporation tax to the Town of Sonthboro would 
make a doubling of the tax rate. 

The Town at the November election accepted the Act 
to Pension Laborers who work for the town. This may 
mean an additional expense to us, and we must make 
arrangements to take care of this additional expense. 

The Selectmen wish to call attention to the condition 
of the macadam road through the middle of the town 
(Main Street) and want to see what the Town will do 
about putting this in proper condition. No money was 
spent on it this year, and heretofore most of the money 
that has been spenton it has been mostly by private sub- 
scription. The Town has expended so much money to 
build this road that the Board feel that it should be kept 
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in the best possible condition and have therefore inserted 
an article in the Town Warrant to that effect.

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Report of the School Committee. 


Our financial statement follows: The increase 
in cost of transportation is not as large as it appears 
as one bill from the Boston and Worcester Street 
Railway Co., of last year was overlooked and anoth- 
er was carried over. At the same time this is an 
item that is ever increasing and if in some way the 
cost could be reduced the amount saved could be 
otherwise used to very good advantage. 

Miscellaneous expenses were larger than usual 
on account of insurance on boilers and because of 


plumbers bills which are always large. The inte- 
rior of the Fayville building was thoroughly renovated 
by the use of fresh paint and varnish. Lhe ‘extra 


expense of the Industrial School was well invested 
and will return large dividends in increased efficiency. 
With this work, our complete Commercial Course, 
and our well-equiped laboratory our pupils are being 
well prepared for whatever future work they may 
wish to undertake. 

The new building at the South part will not make 
an increase in the teaching force necessary but will 
add to the cost of janitor service and probably of fuel. 
We recommend an appropriation of $12,500 for gen- 
eral school purposes for the current year. 

The new wellat Peter's High School furnishes 
an adequate supply of water but at present the quali- 
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ty is not satisfactory for drinking purposes. We 
hope that with further pumping it may improve.

School Com mittee. 
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Report of the Building Committee 
on New School Building in South Part of Town. 


The beginning of the year Nineteen Hundred 
and Thirteen marks an epoch in the schools of 
Southville and Cordaville, With the opening of 
the handsome new building your Committee have at 
last succeeded in placing the schools in that part of 
the town in the same standing as those in the Centre. 
Incidentally we might add that the erection of this 
building has settled a very important question that 
has been agitated and asked of the Committee dur- 
ing the past twelve years, viz: ‘‘When will the town 
vote to erect a building to consolidate the schools of 
these two villages?” 

For the advantage of those who have not had a 
chance to visit this building, we take this opportun- 
ity to give a brief description of this important work. 
It is perhaps the first building of its kind in the State. 
Not only are there three school rooms, but there is a 
public hall that will seat two hundred and sixty-five 
people, a branch of the public library with stacks to 
hold from 1500 to 2000 volumes; also a room for 
Domestic Science. Situatedas it is midway between 
the villages, on high elevation, it makes a splendid 
appearance. It is lighted throughout by electricity 
and is wired for electric clocks and telephones and 
equipped for vacuum cleaners. 
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Under consolidation we have three schools of 
three grades each, including the ninth grade, The 
new building has not only properly graded our 
schools in the South Part, but it has also inspired 
new life and enthusiasm in the work of teachers and 
pupils. Proper heating, ventilating and sanitary 
arrangements have also added to the health and 
comfort of the children. Indeed, what better or more 
important improvement can be made in any town 
than the eretion of a modern and thoroughly up-to- 
date new school building. Moreover, as a_well- 
known school authority has so well said, ‘‘ The 
environment of the child is a silent but none the less 
masterful teacher. ” 

How often unscrupulous people will criticise 
every possible improvement in school work. Some 
have had children but they no longer attend school. 
They are the first to claim that the old school build- 
ings and old methods are good enough. This is the 
age of progress. Every town is doing its utmost to 
outdo the others. This requires better and more 
improved conditions or the standing of our schools 
will gradually decrease in comparison with that of our 
more progressive neighbors. We are glad to say 
that the people of Southboro realized this danger and 
by their activity and generosity have given the south 


part a building that is an honor and a credit to the 
town, and one that any citizen who has the interests 
of the schools at heart will fully appreciate. 
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We invite all to make a thorough inspection of 
this work, and believe that after doing so, the most 
skeptical will agree that Southboro has added one 
more building to its quota that is second to none of 
its size in Massachusetts.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Commtttee of the Town of South- 
borough. 


GENTLEMEN : This is my third annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools, and the twenty-third 
in the series of such reports. 


RE-ORGANIZATION OF THE GRADES IN 
HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


A re-distribution of the elementary grades a- 
mong the rooms of the High School Building made 
it possible at the beginning of the current school 
year to secure a more effective program for the 
teachers of the High School, and at the same time to 
effect a more advantageous allotment of the grades 
among the elementary teachers. Previously Room 
I, accommodating Grades 1, 11, 111, was in charge 
of one teacher and an assistant. Roomstrr, 111 and 
Iv accommodated Grades rv and v, vi and vii, and 
vitiandixrespectively. The new alinement places 
Grades 1 and 11 together in charge of a teacher who 
occupies the room previously used by the primary 
assistant. The other elementary grades are grouped 
in twos, two grades to the teacher, leaving Grade 1x 
by itself in charge of a teacher who also handles all 
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of the English work of the High School. The bene- 
fits of this plan are accomplished without any addi- 
tion to the salary list. 


THE TEACHING FORCE, 


The past year has witnessed only four changes 
in the teaching force. Misses Le Poer, Prescott and 
Barry, and Mr. Calderwood, the supervisor of music, 
resigned during the year to accept positions else- 
where. Their successors’ names appear in the tables 
at the end of this report. In September Miss Dodd 
was transferred from Southville Primary School to 
Grades 111 and rv of the High School Building and 
Miss Reagan returned after a year’s leave of absence 
to her former position. The new teachers have taken 
up their work in the right spirit and all are working 
together harmoniously and effectively. 


THE QUESTION OF SALARIES, 


Any far reaching improvement in the tone and 
the character of the output of our schools demands on 
the part of the teachers a fine skill in instruction, ca- 
pacity for increasing that skill, abundant enthusiasm 
and continous service, The reward, howevcr, should 
be made commensurate with the merit. Every teach- 
er should be allowed to hope through conspicuous- 
ly excellent results and continuous service to reach 
finally a salary of at least $600. Local teachers in 
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service elsewhere with excellent records of teaching 
experience would thus doubtless be attracted by the 
higher range of possibility in the way of salary, and 
their applications in case of vacancy should receive 
the same considera tion that applications of others 
receive whose residence is not in Southboro. 


THE NEW BUILDING IN THE SOUTH PART. 


The occupation of the new building by the schools 
of the South Part was made possible in December. 
At present it provides up-to-date accommodations 
for seventy-seven children distributed nearly equally 
in three rooms. The nine elementary gradesare al- 
so equally distributed among the three class rooms, 
thus diminishing by one the number of grades to the 
teacher. The building is complete and satisfying. 
Pupils as well as teachers show well founded pride in 
their new school home. They are determined that 
their own endeavor and accomplishment shall tally 
well with their environment. The cuts of the build- 
ing bound herewith will give a more nearly adequate 
idea of its appearance than any description at my 
command. 


THE EXHIBIT OF HOME ENTERPRISES. 


The exhibit of vegetables, poultry, sewing, cooking, 
canned fruits and articles of wood work, stimulated 
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bythe special appropriation of $100.00, was held 
September 18 at the Town Hall. Prizes varying in 
size from twenty-five cents to $1 were awarded to 
seven pens of poultry; 27 prizes varying from 25 cents 
to 75 cents were awarded on the wood-working exhi- 
bits; 12 exhibits of jellies, canned fruit and canned 
vegetables received $4.75 in prizes; 10 exhibits of 
cooking, mostly bread and cakes, wereawarded $5. 2 
stories and miscellaneous articles received $1.75; 46 
exhibits of vegetables, ranging all the way from corn 
and potatoes to peanuts, tobacco and celery, re- 
ceived $13.75; 30 pieces of sewing and embroidery 
were awarded $17.50; and 10 collections of flowers 
received prizes varying from 5 cents to 75 cents. 
About eighty children provided one or more articles 
for the exhibit. The work of seventeen children also 
received prizes aggregating $10.75 at the Fair of the 
Middlesex South Agricultural Society held at South 
Framingham, Sept. 19, 20, and 21. Much credit was 
won by the children for the enterprise they showed 
throughout the season. The work of the local com- 
mittees and judges, whose interest and effort was so 
necessary to the success of this line of work is tho- 
roughly appreciated. Special mention should also be 
made of the excellent work of Mrs. A. W. Hosmer 
who acted as secretary and treasurer of the local ex- 
hibit and also as caretaker of the Southboro exhibit 
at South Framingham.

TRANSPORTATION. 


The item of transportation holds no insignificant 
position in the expense account of the schools. Under 
the present method of conveying the children to their 
schools, I do not see that this item of expense can be 
reduced. However, barring the one obstacle of deep 
snow during a few days of winter, it seems to me 
that a saving of four or five hundred dollars a year 
could be effected by the use of a motor truck for the 
conveyance of pupils who are now transported in the 
three team barges. 

The items below show the yearly expense of the 
present method of conveyance and the estimate of 
the probable yearly expense of operating a motor 
truck for the same purpose.

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In veiw of these figures I think this matter is 
worthy of consideration. 


A SPECIAL TEACHER FOR SLOW PUPILS 


For some years in the larger centers much atten- 
tion has been devoted to the slow pupils, such as do 
not proft fully by the class instruction and thereby 
fall behind their cliss, get discouraged, and leave 
school at the earliest possible moment. The prob- 
lem has been met in various ways, but the one which 
has seemed to yield the best results is the plan by 
which a special teacher meets comparatively small 
groups of slow pupils from the various grades and 
carefully and slowly presents the subject matter 
which the pupils of a group find difficulty in under- 
standing. Some pupils are slow in only one subject, 
some in two subjects, and some are slow in all subjects. 
Whatever the difficulties are the problem is studied 
by teachers, principals, and superintendent, anda 
daily program of work with the slow pupils is devised 
which is designed to meet the requirements of those 
most needingthe help of the teacher of the ‘‘special 
class”. In the schools of Southboro without such a 
teacher it becomes necessary each year to promote a 
few pupils who are not fully prepared for the work of 
the succeeding grade. The ill-preparedness of these 
pupils is cumulative year by year finally resulting on 
the part of the pupilin indifference and discouragement. 
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To require these pupils to repeat the work of their 
grade would in many instances compel their associa- 
tion in recitation with pupils much younger than 
themselves, a condition not at all conducive to a 
studious spirit nor to the children’s own self-respect, 
especially in the elementary grades. A teacher for 
the ‘‘special class” would in Southboro prove a factor 
in efficiency the value of which can hardly be over- 
estimated. 


THE PRIDE OF SCHOLARSHIP 


The last item I wish to present for consideration 
is what I may term the pride of scholarship, 
especially as it relates to the work of the High 
School. I fear there are too many pupils who are 
actuated rather by whatever satisfaction can come 
from ‘‘just squeaking through” their courses than by 
the well rounded pride of scholarship which is the in- 
spiration of every best effort in school work. In this 
connection we should not lose sight of the influence 
of the character of the teaching, but I know, and the 
public knows, the teachers are doing their full duty, 
and are discharging their full responsibility. 

As I suggested above there would seem to me 
to be a need of the development of a larger pride of 
scholarship among our pupils. As I see the problem 
there are three principal lines of approach by which 
the further development of a pride of scholarship is to 
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be effected. The first line I will mention is adminis- 
trative in character, and is to be worked out by co- 
operation of teachers, High School Principal, 
Superintendent and School Committee in revising the 
program of the High School so that it will accommo- 
date itself more readily to the varying aims, needs 
and capacities of the pupils. Our present program, 
which is much like the programs of hundreds of other 
high schools, needs such a_ revision as shall make it 
possible, while requiring no further additions to the 
teaching force, for every pupil to carry the load which 
is adapted to his purposes and his strenth. 

My second line of approach to the development 
of a larger pride of scholarship is by way of the elim- 
ination of all unnecessary absences from the sessions 
of the school. This will require co-operation with 
the school on the part of the parents and that ofa 
very positive sort, for the number of days of absence 
during the year is very large, as may be learned 
from the tables at the end of this report. The child 
who attends school irregularly, who loses even a single 
day in two or three weeks, breaks the continuity of 
his lessons, loses some of them outright, holds back 
his class, and loses respect both for himself and for his 
school. Illness is, of course, a just cause for absence, 
and makes absence from school inevitable; but most 
other reasons for absence are not just nor necessary. 
It is difficult to develop pride of scholarship on irreg- 
ular attendance, so we ask for co-o peration on the 
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part of parents to bring about the elimination of all 
unnecessary absence from school. 

The third line of approach in this development of 
a greater pride of scolarship also involves the co- 
operation of parents. It requires a definite interest 
on the parent’s part in the particular course or group 
of subjects which the pupil proposes to pursue. It 
involves on the parent’s partsuch an interest in the 
pupils’ successes and failures as shall somehow make 
an impression upon both teacher and pupil. The 
aims of the school and home in relation to the pupil’s 
well being are too nearly identical toallow indepen- 
dence of action even fora day. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I would call attention to the reports 
of the principal of the High School, that of the 
manual training teacher, and that of the medical in- 
spector. The statistical data should also be care- 
fully considered. 

I appreciate the cordial support of the School 
Committee and the hearty co-operation of the teachers 
in all the varied work of the Schools of Southboro.

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Report of Principal of Peters’ High School. 


To tHe MempBers OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF 
SouruBoro, Mass: 


GENTLEMEN—As principal of the Peters’ High School 
I herewith present for your approval my report for 
the school year of 1912, exclusive of January. I 
assumed my duties as successor to-former Principal 
Linwood L. Workman on Monday, January 29th, 
and with the hearty co-operation both of the teachers 
and of the pupils which I then received, and since 
then have continued to enjoy, the routine of the school 
continued with its customary. smoothness. 

At that time the membership of the school by 
classes was as follows : 


College Prep. Commercial General 
Seniors 4 4 3 
Juniors 2 8 2 
Sophomores 4 8 2 
Freshmen 2 4 O 


Upon examination of the course of studies as 
drawn up by my predecessor, it was manifestly so 
well adapted to local conditions that I deemed it 
expedient to continue it unchanged. The personel 
of last year’s senior class so influenced the rest of the 
school for good that the traditional privileges were not 
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abused, and deportment on the whole was very 
satisfactory. 

The generosity of the townspeople, the boys of 
the St. Mark’s and Fay Schools and the liberality of 
Mr. Choate and Mr. Burnett, enabled the Senior 
class to take a trip to Washington during the Easter 
vacation. While no doubt the trip was a source of 
enjoyment to the pupils who went, yet we are inclined 
to think that it is questionable if the educational value 
which accrues to the pupil of High School age justi- 
fies the extremes to which it has been necessary to 
go in order to secure sufficient money to defray the 
expense of sucha trip. Actual experience has taught 
the writer that the pupils on such an excursion are 
prompted rather by the trivial desires which the tem- 
porary freedom from restraint arouses in them rather 
than by the wish to acquire knowledge of an enlight- 
eningcharacter. Unless the necessary funds for this 
customary trip can be secured solely by student 
activity, without imposing on the generosity of cer- 
tain of our citizens, | deem it prudent that in the 
future the excursions should be discontinued. 

After the Easter holidays, the school work was 
taken up with interest and pursued to a successful 
completion in June when a class of ten was gradu- 


ated. At present the members of that class are 
engaged as follows: Pharmacy School 1, Agricul- 
tural College 1, Wentworth Institute 1, Kindergarten 
teacher 1, Stenographers 2, Clerks 2. 
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Shortly before the close of the Spring term, 
Superintendent Van Ornum, your principal and the 
High School teachers, revised the course of studies 
with the result that additional periods a week were 
provided for all the English classes and for certain 
classes in the Commercial department. 

The Fall term of the school year 1912-1913 
opened witha registration of 16 Freshmen, 4 Sopho- 
mores, 13 Juniorsandii Seniors. The classification 
by courses is herewith presented. 


College Prep. Commercial General 
Freshmen 13 3 fo) 
Sophomores 5 7 2 
Juniors 2 8 2 
Seniors 2 5 4 


A most gratifying feature was the comparatively 
large number of pupils who elected the college pre- 
paratory course. For a number of years past, the 
commercial course has proved the most attractive of 
those offered, with the result that but few of our 
pupils have entered higher institutions of learning 
after graduation. I might say at this point that this 
is the reason why we haye not received the certificat- 
ing privilege from the New England College Entrance 
Examination Board. As Mr. Workman stated in his 
report last year, a school cannot apply for the certifi- 
cate until at least three of its graduates are in attend- 
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ance and in good standing in one of the allied colleges 
and continues to send every year thereafter, at least 
one of its graduates to one of the allied colleges. 
Inasmuch as circumstances are such that our gcadu- 
ates do not consistently from year to year enter higher 
institutions, we have been unable to meet the above 
mentioned requirements, and consequently have not 
become eligible for the certificate privilege. 
Therefore, it is evident that our failure to enjoy 
the privilege is not due to scholarship, but rather to 
a condition which the teachers are not able to remedy. 
There is, however, no such obligation imposed upon 
us so far as receiving the Normal School cerfificate is 
concerned. The State Board of Education has ruled 
that the Principal of a high school may certificate 
graduates to any of the State Normal Schools, pro- 
vided the agent of that board has inspected and 
recommended the school. So far as I know, our 
school has been denied the right to certificate pupils 
in past years, because the agent of the Board of 
Education has not been satisffed with the attitude of 
some of the pupils. We are in hopes this year of 
meeting all the requirements necessary for the grant- 
ing of the privilege, and I can assure the townspeople 
that the teachers are sparing neither time nor energy 
to see that end attained. But owing to the fact that 
in aschool as small as ours, every deficient pupil 
detracts very appreciably from the general standing, 
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particularly in subjects where the classes are small, 
our success is likely to be problematical. 


CHANGES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The course of studies which is appended to my 
report provides for the additional work in English 
and Commercial subjects, which has been mentioned 
before, as well as a broader scope in all other depart- 
ments. When I began my work in February, I 
found that the commercial teacher, in addition to her 
regular duties, was obliged to teach the English 
courses. Under such conditions the work could not 
be done to the satisfaction of the teacher without tax- 
ing her energy to its greatest capacity. Upon my 
suggestion, Supt. Van Onum arranged the lower 
grades so that the ninth grade teacher, a Boston 
University graduate, was able to take charge of our 
entire English department, and the success of the 
venture has proved that it was well advised. 

The commercial teacher has been given an op- 
portunity to devote more attention to her stenography 
and bookkeeping classes with the result that highly 
efficient work is being accomplished in all the classes. 


APPARATUS FOR THE LABATORY. 


One of the perplexing problems of the small high 
school, with its limited appropriation, is to provide 
scientific apparatus which will enable the instructor

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to give the pupil the necessary amount of laboratory 

experimentation demanded by the college entrance 

requirements of the present day. We seem to have 

reached a practical solution of the difficulty. 

Through the co-operation of the manual training in- 

structor it has been possible for the boys of the 
school to construct from diagrams submitted by the 
instructor, a number of pieces of laboratory appara- 
tus which have proved efficient and inexpensive. Per- 
sisiencein following out this plan, in addition to giving 
the boys a good, practical training in the construc- 
tion of apparatus, will result eventually in furnishing 
‘the laboratory with a tairly complete equipment. 


REPORT CARDS. 


| A report of the work of the high school pupils 
has been issued every four weeks instead of every 
ten weeks as heretofore. I believe that this practice 
has many distinctive advantages, in as much as it 
keeps the parents in closer touch with the school work 
of their children and enables them to take decisive 


action if the children are ‘not maintaining a satisfac- 


tory standing. 
STUDENT ACTIVITY. 


A staff of student-editors under factulty super- 
vision has published the third volume of Tue INDEx,. 
From a literary standpoint we feel quite certain that it 
may compare favorably with the publications of even 
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larger high schools, but our financial success is by no 
means on a par with our literary success. We have 
received the cordial support of the Southboro busi- 
ness men and many firms in neighboring towns. 
Even with the assistance of the latter its financial 
position is rather precarious. However, we have 
managed by hard work to make both ends meet, and 
this experience ought to be of some real value to the 
members of the business staff. 


ATHLETICS. 


As in past years the only branch of athletics in 
which the school has been represented was basket- 
ball. We have had both a first and second teams, 
and they have succeeded in winning a majority of 
their games. The attitude of the players toward 
their studies has on many occasions necessitated 
faculty intervention, which resulted in the cancella- 
tion of certain of the games, or a temporary suspen- 
sion of the schedule. 


In concluding my report | would add just a 
word. There are three primary requisites for the 
good standing of any pupil: sufficient outside pre- 
paration, regular attendance, and punctuality. I 
would urge the parents to see to it that their children 
spend at least two hours a day in outside preparation 
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and prevent unnecessary social activities from inter- 

fering with this absolutely essential home study. 

Secondly, let the parents make every endeavor to re- 

duce unnecessary absence of their children to a min- 

imum ; and finally. to encourage punctual attendance 

at the school session. 

| Permit me on this occasion to express my grati- 

tude to the School Committee, to Superintendent 

Van Ornum, and Mr. Linwood L. Workman, for the 

valuable assistance they have afforded me, and to ex- 

tend my thanks to Mr. John Lowry, our janitor. for 

his accommodating spirit and for the valuable servi- 

ces he has rendered us.

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Report of Manual Training Instructor. 


The exhibition of work done in the manual training 
course was held last spring and gave the parents of the 
boys and the townspeople an opportunity of seeing exact- 
ly what is being done. This exhibition was largely at- 
tended. 

The past year has witnessed a great and growing 
interest in this department. This is evidenced by the 
demand for extra time in the shop that many of the 
boys,have made and their great enthusiasm in taking up 
not only the prescribed work, but also other work out- 
side of the course. 

They have learned that good work requires good tools, 
and, as a result, keep the shop and equipment in good 
condition. 

The work has been made as practical as possible and 
tables and apparatus for the chemistry and physics lab- 
oratories have been made by the boys. This year the 
lady teachers’ room inthe high school building will be 
supplied with furniture made by the boys. 


The desire for investigation into principles of mech- 
anics and the practical application of these has lea many 
of the boys to become’subscribers to various mechanical 
and technical magazines. 

A partial list of work already completed includes 
clothes sticks, string winders, match strikers, pencil 
sharpeners, rulers, key boards, foot stools, small boxes 
and toys done by the boys in grade six; postal card hold- 
ers, match boxes, picture frames, watch holders, lunch 
boxes, coat and hat racks, bread boards, knife and fork 
boxes, done by the boys in grade seven; neck tie racks, 
whisk broom holders, shelves, candle sticks, string 
winders and flower boxes for class rooms, done by the

boys of grade eight; medicine cabinets, book ends, candle 
sticks, sleeve boards, bird houses, library tables, hand

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Report of Medical Inspector. 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of 
Southboro: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith present my report as Medical Inspector 
of the Southboro Public Schools. 

At the commencement of the fall term, all children 
in school were inspected. 

Through the year I have visited the schools often to 
keep in touch with infectious and contagious diseases. 

At this time [ took the opportunity to ask the people 
of Southboro to please keep all of their children at home 
when there are any infectious or contageous diseases in 
the family. 

The past year has been somewhat hard as a large 
number of complaints have come to mein regard to this 
matter, and on several occasions where I have come in 
contact with the patients, | have been informed that they 
were told by their medical attendants that the rest of the 
children could attend school. 

The general condition of the children in sehool has 
improved over that of last year. 

The following table reveals the extent of the prevail- 
ing chronic conditions: 


Total enrollment, 824 
Total number inspected, 324 
Total number perfectly normal, 225 
Total number of cases of malnutrition, 18 
Total number having defective teeth, 34

ARTICLES OF THE TOWN WARRANT 
MARCH 2, 1914. 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


The votes for Vown Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, 
Auditor, Selectmen, Assessor, Overseer of the Poor, 
School Committee, Town House Committee, Cemetery 
Commissioner, Trustees of the Fay Library, Highway 
Surveyor. Tree Warden, Constables, and Board of 
Health, to be on one ballot. 

The polls will be open for the election of Officers, at 
eight-fifteen of the clock in the forenoon, and may be 
closed at three-thirty of the clock in the afternoon of said 
day. 

The following officers to be chosen by ballot: Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, one Selectman, for 
three years, one Selectman for two years, to fill vacancy 
caused by resignation of Paul S. Lincoln, one member of 
the School Committee for three years, one Overseer of 
the Poor for three years, Tree Warden, Highway Sur- 
veyor, Three members of the Town-House Committee, 
one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, one member 
of the Board of Health for three years, Constables, Two 
Advisory Committee for three years, two for two years, 


and two for one year, and two for Trustees of the Fay 
Library. 

Article 8. Tovote by ballot, “Yes or No” on grant- 
ing license for the sale of Intoxicating Liquor. 


Article 4. To vote by ballot on the question: Shall 
the action of the Town whereby it voted to accept Section 
336 of Chapter 25 of the Revised Laws, or corresponding 
provisions of earlier laws, thereby providing for the elec- 
tion of a Highway Surveyor, be revoked. 


Article 5. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the legitimate use of the Town and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Article 6. To hear the reports of Town Officers and 
Committees and do or act theron. 


Article 7. To determine the manner of collecting 
the taxes for the ensuing year, and do or act thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will authorize its 
collector to use all means for collecting the taxes which 
a Town Treasurer may use when appointed collector. 


Article 9. To see what disposition the Town will 
make of the Dog Money, or do or act thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to defend any suits which may be brought 
against the Town and to prosecute any suits in behalf of 
the Town, or do or act thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money in anticipation of the revenue of the cur- 
rent financial year. 


Article 12. To see what action the Town will take 


to suppress the illegal Sale of intoxicating Liquor, or do 
or act thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of one hundred dollars for defraying the expense of 
Memorial day, and for decorating and repair of Soldiers’ 
graves, or do or act thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of fifty dollars, to be expended by Post 44, G. A. R. 
in accordance with Section 15, Chapter 25, of the Revised 
Laws, or do or act theron. 


Article 15. Toseeif the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money necessary for street lighting, and pass any 
votes respecting lighting of streets and ways. 


Articles 16. To see ifthe Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to cause electric lights to be placed on School 
Street, or do or act thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will appropriate 
money for transporting books from the Fay Library to 
any village in town or do or act thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to represent the Town before the General 
Court in all matters regarding Taxation, and to employ 
counsel as may be necessary to protect the interest of 
the Town or pass any vote respecting the same. . 


Article 19. To see if the Town will appropriate any 
sum of money unexpended from any special appropria- 
tion of last year if needed to complete any work for which 
such appropriation was made. 


Article. 20. Toseeif the Town will establish the 
salary of the Highway Surveyor or pass any vote respect- 
ing salary of any Town Officers or do or act thereon. 


Article. 21. Tosee ifthe Town will appropriate 
any sum of money to be expended for removing Wild 
Cherry and Wild Apple trees, from the Public Streets 
and ways or do or act thereon. 


Article. 22. To see if the Town will accept the lay- 
out of a short piece of road built by the Metropolitan 
Water Board, and leading Southerly from Clemmons 
road, and being an extension of the road now called Pine 
Hill Road, or do or act thereon. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will accept and 
adopt the report of the Selectmen upon the lay-out and 
widening of the Northerly terminus of High Street or 
do or act theron. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will do or act on the 
petition of the Marlboro & Hudson Gas Company for per- 
mission to lay and maintain pipes in the public ways for 
the distribution of gas, or do or act thereon. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money for the care, maintenance and repair of the 
Swimming Pool and the buildings belonging thereto. 


Article 26. To see what action the Town will take 
regarding the Lock-up in Cordaville, or pass any vote re- 
garding Lock-up. 


Article 27. Tosee if the Town will authorize the 
School Committee to erect a fire escape on the High 
Schoo] Building and appropriate money for that purpose, 
or do or act thereon. 


Article 28. Tosee if the Town will take any action 
regarding additional rooms at the Fayville School House, 
or appropriating any sum of money therefor, or do or act 
thereon. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will provide for the. 
free use of the public halls one night in each year hereaf- 
ter to the several Fire Companies, or do or act thereon. 


30. To see if the town will take any action regarding 
the observance of Old Home Week the ensuing year, or do 
or act thereon. 


31. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the building of a New Fire Station in the South 
part of the town, or do or act thereon. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to cut or open any 
part of the old road leading from. Oak Hill road southerly 
to the house of Catherine Walnut as a public way, or do 
or act thereon. 


33. Tosee if the Town will instruct the Highway 
Surveyor to make any change in the sidewall on Oak Hill 
road, or do or act thereon. 


34. To see what action the Town will take to provide 
for the care of the public Buildings in Fayville. 


35. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to have copies of the New By-Laws printed and distri- 
buted and to appropriate any sum of money therefor.

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Report of the Trustees of Fay Library. 


The Trustees are glad to report that they have this 
year been able to run the Library within the appropria- 
tion granted; namely, $1300.00, and expect to be able to 
keep within the same appropriation for the ensuing year 
for running expenses. 

The Library, however, ought to be allowed more 
money by the Town for the purchase of books. Consid- 
ering the amount the Town has spent on the building and 
the handsome and conspicuous feature which the Library 
constitutes in the Town, it is a little ridiculous to find 
that the only amount allowed for the purchase of books 
is one-half the dog money, amounting to $166.00, and 
about $60.00 income from the original bequest of Mr. 
Francis Fay, making a total of about $226.00. 

The Town has been so lavish with its schools, its 
highways, its play-grounds, ete., it ought to be able to 
afford a little larger annual appropriation for the purchase 
of good books of permanent value, and the Trustees de- 
sire to ask the Town to appropriate, in addition to the 
appropriations heretofore annually made, the sum of at 
least $500. We believe that a larger proportion of the 
money expended annually should be expended for the 
purchase of books of real permanent value. While itis 
true that about eighty-five per cent..of the books taken 
out are made up of the ephemeral novels ofthe day, 
which, as a rule, are a source of at best but.a few hours’ 
amusement and are of no particular permanent value, & 
much larger percentage of books of real permanent use- 
fulness, we believe, would be used by the townspeople, 
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if the Library possessed them. Unless, therefore, there 
is a distinct expression of a wish to the contrary, the 
Trustees propose to add annually more books of perma- 
nent value than heretofore. 

During the year Miss Francena E. Buck, who had 
been for many years Librarian, has resigned and Miss 
Brewer has been appointed in her place; Miss Wadsworth 
has been appointed Assistant Librarian. 

The Law Library, consisting ofa full set of Massa- 
chusetts Reports, Statutes and Acts and Resolves, which 
formerly have been kept by the Selectmen securely lock- 
ed in a vault of the Town Hall, have been removed to the 
Library and are now accessible to every one who desires 
to make use of them at the Library building. 

A new charging system and method of accounting 
for the withdrawal and return of books has been installed, 
which the Trustees believe to be in accord with the best 
practice established in the large and progressive libraries 
of the State, and they hope will meet with general appro- 
val. 

The following figures show something as to the ex- 
tent to which books have been used during the last five 
years.

The increase since the new Library has been built is 
gratifying, and yet the use ofthe Library by the towns- 
people is by no means commensurate with the possible 
enjoyment and advantages that might be obtained if these 
could be brought home to those within whose reach they 
are.

I would, therefore, ask for the Tree Warden $200.00, 
special appropriation for the Tent Catipillars $500 00, 
for the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth work I would ask

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Selectmen’s Report. 


The Marlboro and Hudson Gas Company petitioned 
the Selectmen for a general location to lay their pipes in 
all streets in Southboro. Our Board granted their peti- 
tion, with certain restrictions for the protection of the 
town’s interests. This was done upon the advice of the 
Town Counsel. The Selectmen insisted that a suitable 
bond should be given to protect the town against any 
accidents that might occur. The Gas Company have re- 
fused so far to accept the Selectmen’s conditions. Your 
Board realizes the great convenience of the use of gas for 
the inhabitants of the town, but at the same time they 
feel that they must insist upon the protection of the town 
against becoming liable for heavy damages in case of a 
serious accident. 

The Town of Southboro’s contract for electric light- 
ing with the Marlboro Electric Co. expires this spring, 
and the Selectmen have already petitioned the Massachu- 
setts Gas & Electric Commission asking for a reduction 
in the price of electric lights, not only for the Town, but 
also for the private consumers, feeling that the present 
prices we pay are exorbitant and the quality of the light 
poor. The Selectmen have joined in this petition with the 
City of Marlboro, and towns of Hudson, Northboro, 
Shrewsbury and Westboro, feeling that a united effort 
with our neighboring towns will be more effective with 
the State Commission. 

A new law has been passed relative to jails, and 
this law makes the town lock-up at Cordaville useless. 
We have been notified by the State that it cannot be used. 
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The Board feel that some action must be taken relative 
to repairing our old lockup, or having a new one built. 
The Board have no recommendations to raake in this 
matter, but have inserted an article in the warrant to be 
acted upon at the March Annual Meeting. 

Last year a most determined effort was made in the 
Legislature to take corporation taxes away from the 
towns and cities and have the same retained by the state. 
Your Board retained counsel and used every effort to 
defeat this, and were again successful after a long con 
test lasting the entire session of the Legislature. It 
looks this year as if the situation would be more critical 
than ever. Your Selectmen will use every effort in their 
power to keep the corporation tax in Southboro. 

The Selectmen wish to urge upon the voters of the 
town the necessity of economy. We have large fixed 
charges, and all new expenditures should be very care- 
fully considered. The tax payers must realize that if we 
lose our corporation tax, our taxes would more than 
double.

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Report on New School Building. 


Tue Chairman of the Building Committee here 
presents his report on the completion of the work on 
the New School Building and grounds in the south 
part of the town. 

With the money appropriated at the last annual 
meeting, the Committee have been able to grade the 
grounds and complete all necessary work in connec- 

“tion with the school building. While they have 
labored earnestly and to the best of their ability to 
have the work done in a thorough and satisfactory 
manner, they have been handicapped by engineers’ 
estimates and by unjust and unreasonable criticism. 
They have, however, completed the work in grading 
with substantially the same amount of money sub- 
mitted by Mr. Auguste Saucier, of South Framing- 
ham, in his original estimate. 

This building, with its splendid location, its ideal 
surroundings and its thoroughly up-to-date equip- 
ment, the people of Southville and Cordaville who 
have the interests of the children at heart should 
greatly prize, and I feel that they will in future years 
realize that the Committee have broughtte a success- 
ful termination a work that will stand as a monument 
to their efforts. 
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There is one point that I wish to impress very 
strongly on the voters of the town for their consider- 
ation. We have a room in the building for a branch 
of the Public Library, with stacks to hold two thou- 
sand (2,000) volumes, and it is otherwise well equip- 
ped. It must be borne in mind that the appropria- 
tion of one hundred dollars ($100.) each year will be 
inadequate. To have a competent librarian, to have 
the library open at least two evenings a week, to 
transport books from the main library, besides to 
meet other necessary expenses, such as heating, 
lighting, etc., at least two hundred and _ fifty dollars 
($250.) must be appropriated. 

In.conclusion, I will state that, in spite of all 
adverse criticism, the Town has received good value 
for the money expended, and the building of this new 
school house was a wise move and will never be re- 
gretted.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Southbo- 


rough. 


GENTLEMEN: This is the fourth annual school 
report which I have had the honor to submit for your 
consideration and the twenty-fourth in the series of 
such reports. 

The changes in the teaching force which have 
occurred during the past year may be learned by 
reading Tables 1o and rt. 

A Teacher for the ‘‘ Special Class” proposed. 

A careful reading of Table 6 will disclose the 
fact that Room 3 in the High School building is 
overcrowded, and that under the circumstances there 
prevailing it is impossible for the teacher to accom- 
plish for the pupils in that room what she ought to 
accomplish. There are practically fifty pupils in 
that room in charge of one teacher. More than 
twenty per cent. of the pupils in that room are fail- 
ing to meet the teacher’s minimum requirements as 
to the work to be accomplished. A further study of 
the table will show that the percentage of failing 
pupils in that room is considerably beyond that in 
any other room in town.

It is not because a larger pecentage of indifferent 
and slow pupils have happened to come together in 
that one room, (every room may be sure to have a 
small percentage of these), but it is because no 
teacher, however capable, has the capacity mentally 
or physically to meet in a satisfactory manner the 
needs of fifty children, especially when they are dis- 
tributed in two grades. 

As a solution, at least for the time being, I 
would suggest, as I suggested in the report of last 
year, that an additional teacher’ be engaged to 
assume the responsibility for two or three recitations 
per day now in the program of the teacher in Room 
III, and to devote the remainder of her time each 
day to the instruction of small groups of slow pupils 
selected from the several elementary rooms in the 
building. 

Such a provision as this would not only give 
the regular teacher in Room III more time and save 
her strength for the adequate management of the re- 
maining recitations of her progrgm, but would also 
be a benefit to every elementary room in the build- 
ing, tending to reduce the number of failing pupils. 
We have a room which is entirely suitable and con- 
venient for the additional work anticipated in the 
provision of a teacher for the ‘‘ special class.” 


RE-ORGANIZATION OF HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM. 


The re-organization of the high school program 
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of studies to meet the changing requirements of the 
State Board of Education, and to put the high 
school course of study into line with changing con- 
ditions as to college entrance requirements was ac- 
complished during the past year with a minimum of 
disturbance to the work of individual pupils. The 
new course of study requires the pupil’s concentra- 
tion upon fewer subjects, four full subjects in any 
one year unless his record for the previous year 
shows a rank of 85 per cent. or more in each subject 
pursued during that year, and also provides for the 
individual needs of each pupil as he advances from 
year to year. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS. 


A reading of Table 9 will answer the question 
often asked, ‘‘ Does the high school prepare for 
college?” There are a dozen colleges in the State 
of Massachusetts alone with varying -requirements 
for admission, not to mention scores of them in 
New England and vicinity, so this question in the 
form in which it is usually asked is rather a difficult 
one to answer. ‘The table above referred to com- 
pares the entrance requirements of seven typical 
Massachusetts colleges with the program of studies 
now in operation in Peter’s High School. 

For convenience in reading the table I will say 
a “unit” is a full year’s work in a subject which has 
four or five recitations of forty or forty-five minutes 
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each throughout the high school year. I should say 
any one interested in the articulation of Peter’s High 
School with the colleges of Massachusetts may 
easily determine for himself the extent to which this 
high school is able to meet college entrance require- 
ments. It must be understood, however, that the 
character of the individual pupil’s work and effort 
during his high school course, as well as his own 
capacity for undertaking the work offered in the 
colleges, will condition the ability of each individual 
acceptably to meet these requirements when the 
time comes for him to offer himself as a candidate 
for admission to college. 


THE DEBATE. 


To stimulate the practice of English composi- 
tion both oraland written, a triangular debate among 
the high schools of this superintendency union will 
be conducted this winter, one debate being held in 
each town as follows; one at Northboro, February 
18; one at Southboro, February 25; and one at 
Shrewsbury, Mar. 4. A committee of judges, one 
representative of each of the three Worcester col- 
leges, will be present at each debate and, at the 
conclusion of the competition, award as a prize to 
the winning high school a silver cup valued at $25.00. 
After the award the prize will be retained for the 
period of one year by the winning high school, when 
it will again be competed for in the same manner as 
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in the first instance. Thus each year these three 
high schoolls will meet in friendly rivalry, contest- 
ing, under practically identical conditions as to the 
size of schools and character of training, which can 
show the highest excellence in literary endeaver. 

It is hoped that this competition will stimulate 
not only individual endeavor along the lines indicated, 
but that it will also develop a spirit of school loyalty 
among all the pupils of the high school. 


THE NEW CHILD LABOR LAW. 


The chief provisions of this law as it relates to 
children between 14 and 16 years of age are as fol- 
lows :— 


Present to the Superintendent of schools, 


1. An attested transcript of birth certificate. 
(To be obtained from the Town or City Clerk 
of the Town or City of birth). 
2. A ‘promise to employ.” 
(To be obtained from the child’s intending employer), 
3. ‘‘A physician’s certificate of health.” 


(To be obtained from any physician). 

4. A ‘school record” showing school at- 
tendance of at least 130 days following the child's 
13th birthday, and completion of grade 4. 

(To be obtained from the teacher in charge of 
the school which the child last attended. ) 

5. Take the literary test in the presence of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 
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(Make an appointment with the Superintend- 
ent of Schools.) 

These provisions are arranged in the order in 
which they should be complied with. 

The chief provisions of the law as it relates 
to children between the ages of 16 and 21 are as 
follows; 


1. Present to the Superintendent of Schools 
an attested transcript of birth certificate. 


(To be obtained from the Town or City Clerk 
of the Town or City of birth). 


2. Lake the literary test in the presence of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 
(Make an appointment with the Superintend- 
ent). 

The reports of the Principal of the High School 
and of the Medical Inspector are herewith presented, 
and deserve careful consideration. 

In conclusion I wish to commend the teachers 
for the spirit of hearty co-operation which they have 
at all times evinced, and to express my appreciation 


of the good work done by Mrs. A. W. Hosmer in 
connection with the Home Enterprises and the ex- 
hibit. Worthy also of every commendation is the 
janitor service in every one of the schools in the town.

Dear Sir: The foregoing is a tabulated 
statement of Medical Inspection of Southboro Schools. 

In all the Grades—especially the lower—there 
are a number of children who have never been vac- 
cinated. 

_ There were 78 cases of Adenoids, 94 Tonsilitis, 
135 Dental Caries. Unless the cases of Dental 
Caries were especially marked no visit was made; 
4 were treated as result of visit. 

Of 3 cases of Defective Hearing 1 was treated. 
There were 20 cases of Defective Eyesight and 3 
were treated, 23 cases Flat-feet, 7 treated. 

Almost all the parents whom I visited (except 
those who said they could not afford it) promised 
to do what was necessary, but as the re-inspection 
was made just before the Christmas vacation and 
some had planned to have their children attended to 
during that time, the full results do not show in the 
accompanying statement.

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Report of Principal of Peters’ High School. 


To tHE MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF 

SoutTuBoro, Mass : 

GENTLEMEN—The report of the principal of Peters’ 
High School for the year 1913 follows: 

Shortly after the beginning of the fiscal year, 
your high school was inspected by Mr. Clarence D. 
Kingsley, Agent of the State Board of Education, 
and Deputy Commissioner of Education, William 
Orr. The courses of study, our general plan of or- 
ganization, and the attitude of the pupils so favor- 
ably impressed the state officials, that the school 
was placed on the so called ‘‘ Approved List”, which 
gives the principal the privilege of entering local high 
school graduates in the State Normal Schools by 
certificate. 

With the admirable facilities which the school 
places at the disposal of the pupils, it should be no 
difficult task for them to maintain a standard of scho- 
larship which will continue to keep the school on 
this list; in fact they should feel it their duty to do 
so. 

A class of ten received diplomas at the gradu- 
ation exercises which took place in town hall on the 
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evening of June 18th. At present, three pupils are 
doing good workin Normal School, two are engaged 
as stenographers, two are attending the Conservatory 
of Music, one is employed as a clerk, one is learning 
a trade, and one is working at home. 

With the opening of school in September came 
an unusually large entering class due to the aboli- 
tion of the oth grade and the introduction of a five 
year course in the high school. 

The membership for the current year by courses 
and classes was as follows :

HOME STUDY—INCREASED EFFICIENCY. 


The standard of work in the high school during 
the past year has been maintained at approximately 
the same level as in the preceding year. There is 
evidence of slightly increased efficiency on the part 
of the pupil, but there still remains ample opportu- 
nity for improvement. The great stumbling block 
seems to be a lack of either the proper amount or 
the proper kind of home study. This is especially 
true in the Freshman class. The consideration of 
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this problem leads me to believe that its solution lies 
in directed class room study during school hours un- 
der the supervision of a teacher. [ am heartily in 
favor of eliminating home study so far as_ possible, 
and of substituting in its place intelligently directed 
class room study. A few of the reasons which might 
be urged in favor of my position are as follows : 


1. Home surroundings may not be conducive 
to the proper kind of home study. 

2. Often times a pupil is hampered by not 
knowing how to study. 

3. <A pupil may become discouraged in work- 
ing out the home assignment of the day by being un- 
able to understand the principle involved in his work 
and abandon the task as hopeless, when a single 
suggestion or explanation from a teacher might en- 
able him to complete the work with ease. 


4. Home study may be rendered ineffective on 
account of unnecessary interruptions and discursive 
influences such as conversations going on near the 
pupil or cessation of study to perform some small 
household task. Such influences inevitably lead to 
make-shift preparation in assignments, which event- 
ually become habitual. 

Such a plan would obviously necessitate the 
lengthening of the school day to allow for the pro- 
posed class room study. However, this will not de- 
tract trom the freedom of the pupil but much rather 
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tend to leave him entirely free outside of school hours 
to devote himself to whatever tasks may be set for 
him or whatever necessary recreation the pupil may 
wish to enjoy. 

It is logical to suppose that a pupil does or does 
not do his work faithfully. In case he does, the pro- 
posed system will give him a definite time in which 
to accomplish school assignments for the following 
day and to leave him almost absolutely free outside 
of school hours. If he does not do his home work 
faithfully—and this is the pupil whom it is necessary 
for us to reach—he is assigned a certain definite time 
during which he is obliged to study intelligently un- 
der expert supervision, with the result that where 
nothing was being accomplished previously, it is in- 
evitable that some beneficial effects and a certain 
amount of progress must follow. 

If such a plan were adopted in the high school 
it would mean the delaying of the departure of the 
barge for at least an hour. Should such a change 
be feasible, I feel that this suggestion concerning the 
elimination of home study is a matter deserving of 
careful consideration. 


CHANGES IN THE CURRICULUM. 
A number of important changes were made in 


the course of studies, to conform with the reccom- 
mendations of the State Board of Education. 
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Social Science and General Science were introduced 
in the Freshman Class at the beginning of the Fall 
term, and Economics was made an elective subject 
for Seniors and Juniors. There has beena 20 per 
cent increase in the amount of time devoted to Eng- 
lish. ; 

SCHOOL ACTIVITES. 


Dancing parties, dramatics, basket-ball and the 
publishing of the school paper constituted the chief 
activities of the school extraneous to the class room. 
Several dancing parties were held and two plays 
were presented, one by the entire school and one by 
members of the Senior class during the course of the 
year, The plays were well received. 

Last seasons basket-ball team was very suc- 
cessful while the team of this season has been some- 
what handicapped by the graduation of a number of 
last year's experienced players. The girls have also 
organized a team. 

During the current year four issues of the school 
paper were published. The high order of the work 
has merited the recognition of the State Board of 
Education to such an extent that the Board request- 
ed copies of the paper to distribute to smaller high 
schools throughout the state.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


The matter of lower rates for electricity in the Town 
has not been settled, owing to the death of Chairman of 
the Board of Gas and Electric Light Commission, before 
whom the hearings have been conducted. The Selectmen 
have attended numerous hearings and given evidence in 
regard to the service and rates in the Town, and there is 
every reason to think that our rates will be materially 
lower as soon as they can be passed upon by the new 
Commission. 

We have also filed a petition in regard to supplying 
the Town with gas, and since the Selectmen and the Gas 
Co. could not agree as tothe size of the indemnity bond. 
this matter has been left to the decision of the Commision, 
also. 

In order to safeguard the records of the Town from 
injury or destruction, the Selectmen have had all the 
wooden shelves ana receptacles removed from the vaults, 
and steel shelves and cases put in instead, at the same 
time classifying and systematizing in a more ‘scientific 
manner the records filed there 

Your Board by personal work and through retained 
counsel, again helped to defeat the attempt made in the 
Legislature to take corporation taxes away from the 
Towns and Cities. The situation last year was rendered 
particularly critical by the force of the recommendation 
made by the Governor in his message that these taxes be 
‘taken from the Towns. The matter will probably come 
up again this year, and your Selectmen, in the interests 
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of the Town, will do their utmost to keep the corporation 
taxes in Southboro. 

The organization and effectiveness of the Fire Com- 
panies inthe Town have not been wholly satisfactory to 
your Seletmen. Though several visits and inspections of 
the different Companies have been made, the apparatus 
was not always kept in serviceable condition, and with 
the exception of one Company, the work at the fires has 
not been as organized, business-like and effective as it 
might. Moreover, the Selectmen have felt a lack of 
co-operation on the part of the members of the Compan- 
ies in looking after the interest of the Town. There has 
been considerable indifference and carelessness in regard 
to the number of men put down on the list to be compen- 
sated for their services, and also in regard to the amount 
of time employed. The Selectmen will require more 
accuracy and efficiency in these matters in the future, 
and may, if necessary, reorganize the Companies on a new 
basis. The Board recommends that the Town reduce the 
compensation to firemen from forty cents to thirty cents 
per hour, which is more in accord with the rates paid by 
surrounding Towns. 

In regard to changing the location of the sidewalk on 
Oak Hill road, which the Selectmen were authorized to do 
at the Special Town Meeting held in November, the street 
has been surveyed and proper bounds established, but 
owing to the frozen condition of the ground, it has not 
been possible to complete the work of changing the side- 
walk.

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Report of the Town Board of Health 
for the Year 1914. 


The duties of the Board of Health have been so in- 
creased by the Legislature that it is necessary for the 
Board to ask for a suitable appropriation for the ensuing 
year. Hitherto the Board has had no appropriation and 
has been obliged to spend but a small amount of money. 

Under Chapter 744 of the Acts of 1914, it has been 
made unlawful for any producer of milk or dealer in milk 
to sell or deliver for sale in any town any milk produced 
or dealt in by him without first obtaining from the Board 
of Health of the town, a permit authorizing such sale or 
delivery. Boards of Health are authorized to issue such 
permits after an inspection of the place in which and . 
the circumstances under which the milk is produced, and 
for this purpose may have an agent to make the inspection 
for them. This law, therefor, practically requires the 
Board of Health to annually, or perhaps oftener, inspect 
the premises of every person who produces milk for sale. 

Upon the local Board of Health has also been imposed 
by the Legislature, the duty of providing and paying for 
the care of patients suffering from tuberculosis who are 
committed to any of the State Sanitoriums. At the 
present time one or more patients from this town are in 
‘such State Sanitoriums and bills have been presented for 
their care, which have been turned over to the Board of 
Health. 

For investigations of water supply and drainage, 
fumigations, posting for infectious and contagious dis- 
eases, printing, expenses of culture tubes, anti-toxin 
tests, etc., the Board has been obliged to make expendi- 
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tures the past year, which the Selectmen have recognized 
and paid. 

It is immaterial to the Board whether an appropria- 
tion be made to be expended directly by them or whether 
the Selectmen be given a fund from which payments of 
this kind can be made upon the approval of the Board of 
Health. On the whole, the Board recommends the latter 
course and suggests that an appropriation of three 
hundred dollars ($300) be made to be paid out by the 
Selectmen upon the approval of the Board of Health. 

During the last year the Board has received a number 
of complaints with reference to polluted water supply and 
improperly protected drainage, which have received the 
attention of the Board, and except in one aggravated 
instance, have been cheerfully remedied. 

In the instance last above mentioned the property has 
been used for several Italian tenements where there have 
been a large number of children. The water supply was, 
at the suggestion of the Town Board of Health, examined 
by the agent of the State Board of Health and condemned. 
Sewage was permitted by the owner to flow over the 
surface of the ground ina neighborhood where dwelling 
houses were in close proximity, much to the annoyance 
of the neighbors. The Board has endeavored to deal 
patiently and temperately with an owner who appeared 
to be averse to remedying obnoxious conditions and 
inclined to be abusive and annoying to his neighbors as 
well as to the Board of Health wherever he saw an oppor- 
tunity, and it may be that the town will have to consider 
taking steps to suppress such annoyance if persisted in.

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Report of the Trustees of Fay Library. 


The Trustees take pleasure in reporting a year of 
progress toward the realization of the ideal of a more use- 
ful Library more widely used. The Librarian’s report, 
showing a slight increase in circulation over that of last 
year, is encouraging but the figures are still far from 
what they ought to be, far from what we feel they would 
be if the people of the town fully realized how great a fund 
of enjoyment and instruction lies ready at their hands. 
In his autobiography, Mr. Francis B. Fay, the founder 
of the Library, writes: “Iwas fond of reading but had 
no books. A Mr. Surrage, of Hopkinton, who had been 
many years a sailor, had a smal] library of such books as 
sailors like and kindly offered to lend them to me. I 
used to go four miles to get a book, read it, return it, 
and get another.” 

To-day. with our main Library at Southboro, a branch 
at Fayville and with deliveries in Southville and Cordayille 
it is comparatively easy for every one in town to secure 
the books they wish. 

During the year, over five hundred new books have 
been added. A classified list of these will be found ap- 
pended to this report. Especial attention is called to the 
addition of books of permanent value in the departments 
of biography, history and travel. 

It is with regret that we record the resignation of 
Mr. Charles E. Bagley from the Board and we wish to 
express here our appreciation of his deep interest and 
zealous co-operation in all that forwarded the usefulness 
of the Library. 

A new branch of the Library has been opened in the 
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Village Hall in Fayville and placed in charge of Miss 
Gertrude Wadsworth. Miss Mildred Wadsworth re- 
signed her position as Assistant Librarian to take an 
extended course in Library work at Simmons College and 
she has been succeeded by Miss Sadie Stivers. 

The charging system installed in 1913 has fully proved 
its worth and its convenience both for the Librarians and 
the users of the Library. 

We wish to record our grateful appreciation of Mr. 
George H. Burnett’s gift of a bronze statuette of Daniel 
Webster now placed in the reading room and of Mr. Harry 
Burnett’s gift of white pine trees planted on the northern 
boundary of the Library property.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Southbo- 
rough, 


GENTLEMEN: This is my fifth annual school 
report and it is the twenty-fifth in the series of such 
reports. 

There have been very few changes in the 
personel of the teaching force or in the organization 
of the schools of Southborough during the past year. 
Such changes in the personel of the teaching force as 
have occurred are shown in Tables 1o-11. Doubtless 
the increases which have been made in the teachers’ 
salaries in the past two or three years have helped 
considerably to secure this continuity of service 
which the schools have been recently enjoying and 
profiting by. It is, however, too much to expect 
that there will not be from time to time some 
changes in the personel of our teaching force. Oc- 
casionally a teacher will be offered a salary so far 
beyond what this town can reasonably be expected 
to pay that he or she will only be protecting his or 
her own interests in accepting the higher salary 
offered elsewhere. 

The congestion in Room 3, grades V and VI in 
the High School Building is still with us; but it no 
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longer presents the difficulty which it has presented 
in the past. The assistance which the apprentices 
from Framingham Normal School render in their 
practice teaching enables the regular teacher in that 
room to handle the problem with greater ease and 
satisfaction. It is true that the fifty-five children 
accommodated in that one room are about fifteen 
too many, even though the regular teacher has the 
assistance mentioned above. 

That extra membership of fifteen children will 
continue to furnish the peculiar problem of Room 3 
until such time as provision is made for accommodat- 
ing the Fayville children belonging in grades IV, V, 
VI in an additional room at Fayville. 

We are now definitely committed to the eight 
grade elementary system. Most of the school 
systems of the State now have eight grades instead 
of nine below the high school. Desirable as the 
eight grade elementary system seems, it presents its 
problems as did the nine grade system, but these 
problems are of a somewhat different character. 
The problem of the nine grade elementary system 
was how to keep the children, especially the boys, 
from dropping out of school before we could get 
them entered in the high school. The problem of 
the eight grade system is how to bring them up to 
that maturity of mind and scholastic preparation 
that will enable them to pursue successfully the 
highly specialized work of the high school. | Maturi- 
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ty, self reliance and persistence are the much needed 
qualities in the person who is to succeed in the 
pursuit of high school studies. There is no doubt 
that many will soon acquire these qualities when the 
demand upon them is made, but I think we must at 
the outset become reconciled to the fact that a few, 
perhaps half of the children who enter high school, 
will require five years in which to complete a course. 

While a lengthening of the time to five years in 
which a course in high school is to be completed 
would seem to be the best way in which to solve the 
problem presented by the entrance of immature 
pupils upon high school work, considerably different 
treatment must be accorded to those entering high 
school somewhat lacking in ability especially in Eng- 
lish. To meet the problem presented by this group 
of children we have already formed, as far as it has 
been possible with our teaching force, separate 
classes for those who have shown ability to do strong 
work in English, and for those who are not able to 
meet the minimum standard of quality in that sub- 
ject. In this way the strong will be able to advance 
at the speed warranted by their ability, while the 
weak will have the opportunity to do the sort 
of work in English which is adapted to their particu- 
lar needs. With a limited teaching force it will, of 
course, not be possible to go far in this matter of 
differentiation of work. As above stated we can 
carry out this plan in the classes in English, which 
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is the subject in which differentiation is most desira- 
ble. 

In view of the problem which I have indicated 
as being the peculiar problem of the eight grade 
system, I would recommend a slight advance in the 
age at which children are allowed to enter the first 
grade of the primary school. The tendency at the 
present time in towns in which the eight grade ele- 
mentary system prevails is to advance the entering 
age. I would say that a rule, admitting to the first 
vrade in September only those children who have, 
at the time of seeking admission to school, already 
reached the age of six years, or who are to become 
six years of age before or during the month of Jan- 
uary following, would be reasonable and in line with 
the present practice in a majority of Massashusetts 
towns. 

It would seem highly desirable for our domestic 
arts department to handle some sort of a noon 
luncheon to be sold practically at cost. We have 
not as yet been able to formulate a working plan for 
this scheme owing to the difficulty of securing super- 
vision of this work on the three days in each week 
when the domestic arts teacher is not present. Pro- 
bably by applying early to the Framingham Normal 
School for the extension next fall of their apprentice 
system in the domestic arts department to Peters 
High School we shall be able to obviate this difficulty 
as to the supervision of the school lunch counter. 
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A gratifying increase in the school membership 
in the new building at Cordaville made it necessary 
in the early part of the fall term to add a_ half-dozen 
new seats and desks in the primary room. With a 
membership of nearly forty in that room apprentices 
from the Normal School can be used to very good 
advantage assisting the regular teacher in supervis- 
ing the children’s seat work and in conducting drill 
exercises with small groups thus saving the regular 
teacher's time for the more detailed presentation of 
new work. I hope to be able this spring to make the 
necessary arrangements with the Normal School in 
time to insure the continuous service of apprentices 
throughout the school year. 

The reports of the high school principal, special 
teachers and medical inspector follow, and I commend 
these reports to your attention. The usual statisti- 
cal data are to be found in the tables which follow 
the special reports. These tables deserve your con- 
sideration. 

The table showing the names of persons pursu- 
ing courses in industrial schools at the Town’s- 
expense deserves a careful reading. 

In closing I would commend the teachers for 
the good work they are doing to make the the school 
life of the children not only profitable, but also whole- 
some and joyous. I wouldalso praise in the highest 
terms the janitor work in every building. This ser- 
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vice may be equalled elsewhere, but I doubt if it can 
be excelled. 

I thank you, Gentlemen of the School Committee, 
for your courteous cooperation in dealing with the 
problems which the school system of Southboro 
every year furnishes.

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Report of Principal of Peters High School. 


To tHE Members OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF 
SoutuBoro, Mass: 


GENTLEMEN— The report of the principal of Peters 
High Schoolis respectfully submitted forthe year 1914. 
The favorable action of your committee in the matter 
of granting the petition of the high school pupils for 
a single session during the Spring term enabled the 
teachers to compare accurately the relative education- 
al efficiency of the one session and the two session 
plan now in vogue. As a result of our observations 
we feel that the one session plan is the better for the 
following reasons: First, from the purely education- 
al standpoint it gives the teacher greater opportunity 
to extend the necessary aid to delinquent pupils. 
Second, it affords the many pupils who are 
obliged to work outside of school hours a greater 
opportunity for home study. Third, from the stand- 
point of discipline, by the different arrangement of 
hours, it eliminates the contact of the younger pupils 
of the primary and grammar grades with the older 
pupils of the high school and in this way prevents the 
unpleasant situations due to the roughness of the 
older pupils which have become a disciplinary 
problem. As satisfactory as the one session proved 
itself to be, neither our present form of double session 
nor the single session can compare with the length- 
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eed school day and double session which affords 
the pupils an opportunity of completing almost all 
their work within school hours. It is my belief that 
in the high school of the present day, there is too 
much mere recitation and not enough carefully 
supervised study. The acquisition of careful and 
thorough habits of study and the inculcation of the 
knowledge of how to use properly the tools of educa- 
tion is to the pupil a more valuable asset than an 
abundance of mere formal knowledge and miscellan- 
eous information. Under the present regime, the 
former is neglected, the latter is paramount. Under 
a lengthened two session program, the acquisition of 
correct habits of study could be given the atten- 
tion its importance merits for it, while recitation and 
the formal knowledge necesarily connected therewith 
could be relegated to .ts proper place in the school 
curriculum. 
CHANGE IN THE FORM OF GRADUATION EXERCISES. 

A change was made in the usual form of gradua- 
tion exercises with apparent satisfaction. The valedic- 
tory and salutatory, as in former years, were given by 
the honor pupils and the class selected its historian 
and prophet. Instead of the usual essays by other 
members of the class, a speaker was engaged. 
While the old form of graduation exercises is favored 
by many people, still it should not be compulsory for 
every pupil to have a speaking part in the exercises. 
At the close of school, notice was received from the

State Board of Education and from the New England 
College Entrance Examination Board that our grad- 
uates would be admitted without examination to the 
Normal Schools and to colleges represented on the 
New England Board for the school year 1914-1915. 
The members of the class of 1914 are at present en- 
gaged as follows: Attending college, 1; Normal 
School, 1; Technical School, 1; Business College, 2; 
Taking Post Graduate Course, 2; At work in a shop, 
2; At home, 1.

It will be observed from the table that there is 
no Senior class in the high school this year. By 
way of explanation it may be said that in the Fall of 
1912, six pupils entered Freshman Class from the 
erammar schools. During the past three years, one 
pupil was obliged to leave school on account of the 
death of a parent, two withdrew to go to work, one 
to enter Trade School and one to take an agricultur- 
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al course at Marlboro. There is one member of the 
class in attendance at our high school at present. 
ORGANIZATION OF SPECIAL CLASSES. 

When the ninth grade was abolished one year 
ago, and the pupils of the eighth grade were allowed 
to enter high school, it was expected that a certain 
percentage would not be able to meet our minimum 
requirements in all prescribed subjects. | Indeed, it 
was understood that only a small number of pupils 
who were exceptionally strong in scholarship would 
be able to complete the work in four years. As the 
greatest weakness of our so called five year pupils 
manifested itself in their work in English and Arith- 
metic, special classes were formed in these branches. 
The through drill in English grammar and Arithme- 
tic which these pupils will receive during the year 
ought to prove of invaluable assistance to them when 
- the languages and higher forms of mathematics are 
encountered later in the course.

PARENT TEACHERS ASSOCIATION. 

It has become evident to your principal that 
there is a serious lack of articulation and cooperation 
between the home andthe school, which works to 
the detriment of the pupil. The average parent has 
little or no idea of the administrative problems to 
which the pupils who are deficient either in studies 
or deportment give rise. This difficulty would un- 
doubtedly be obviated by the formation of an active 
Parent Teachers Association. The function of this 
association would be the promotion of the welfare of 
the pupil, by engendering more cordial relations and 
a more intimate understanding between the home 
and the school. 

A parent can reveal toa teacher many things 
concerning a pupil which a teacher would have no 
means of knowing and which would be of material 
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help to her in the handling of a pupil. A teacher 
might be able to reveal to a parent, characteristics 
of a pupil which were never displayed in home life. 
Thus such an association would prove of mutual 
benefit. During the principalship of the present 
incumbent, interest on the part of parents who should 
be interested in their children’s work has been con- 
spicuous by its absence. The suggested association 
would undoubtedly remedy this condition. In 
matters pertaining to discipline, garbled reports of 
pupils concerning school troubles have been accepted 
without investigation, and thereby difficulties of 
administration have been heightened. This, too, 
would undoubtedly be remedied by the proposed as- 
sociation. Difficulties pertaining purely to scholar- 
ship would also come under the domain of its in- 
fluence. On _ the whole it seems to be the principle 
that if the projected Parent Teachers Association is 
earnestly begun and carried on witha serious purpose, 
we have nothing to lose and everything to gain. 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


A girls basketball team was formed at the begin- 
ning of the year under faculty supervision and an 
expert coach was engaged to instruct the players. 
All out-of-town games will be played in the afternoon 
and only two of the home games are scheduled to be 
played at night. On account of the lack of proper 
material, no boys team was formed. The outlook

for a strong baseball team in the spring is very bright. 
There were no dances or entertainments held by the 
pupils between the time of the opening of school and 
the issuance of this report. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The percentage of attendance for the Fall term 
was lower than it has been for the same period of 
time during the past three years. Most of the 
absences however, have been confined to a small 
group of pupils who have been obliged to remain at 
home on account of illness or work. The faithful and 
conscientious work of our attendance officer, Mr. F. 
E. Carpenter is deserving of the highest commenda- 
tion,

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Report of Teacher of Domestic Arts.. 


To the Supt. of Schools, Mr. F. B, Van Ornum- 


The work in sewing for the past year has been 
as follows: 

Grade 6. Thisis the beginners’ class in sewing. 
As soon as the stitches were learned on a sampler 
they were used in making a combination sewing 
apron and bag. Those girls who had time made 
petticoats for themselves. This not only reviewed 
the stitches but gave experience in putting on a band. 

Grade 7. Each pupil made a long percale or 
gingham apron for herself. These were all hand 
made to give the pupil practice in hand sewing. In 
addition to her knowledge of sewing of the year 
before, the pupil learned to make a French seam, a 
felled seam, buttonholes and how toturn and _ baste 
ahemona gored garment. In this grade they 
learned how to stitch on the sewing machine. 

Grade 8. In this grade each girl made a_ uni- 
form for cooking which consists of a muslin cap, 
white apron with long sleeves, towel and holder. By 
making these things the girls had practice in using 
the sewing machine, how to put on a plain cuff and 
to put in a gathered sleeve besides a review of button- 


holes. On their towels they learned to make a 
Damask hem. Each girl cut out her own apron 


from a paper pattern. 
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Ist. year of High School. These girls began a 
set of underwear. These articles are cut by the 
pupil, made for the most part by machine and give 
knowledge of plackets of different kinds, facings, 
ways of sewing on trimmings. 

Second year High School. Some girls finished 
sets of underwear which were begun the year before 
and nearly everyone cut and made a wash dress. 
They did some work in making over dresses and a 
small amount of work on simple coats. 

In all the classes the cost of material is discussed 
and compared with ready made garments of the 
same price. 

The work in cooking forthe first year of High 
school has been the prepartion of soups, beverages, 
baking powder biscuits, raised bread, gingerbread, 
cereal, cookies, eggs, custards, cake, candy, meat, 
fish, gelatine, ice cream, uses of stale bread, 
vegetables. 

These girls had lessons on table setting and 
serving. They also learned howto scour knives, 
polish brass etc. and to build and take care of a fire. 

During the second year of High School the same 
general outline of work is followed as during the first 
year. More time is spent on composition and costs 
of food so that the pupil may have more 
knowledge in planning meals. More time is also de- 
voted to preparation and serving of meals. 

We hope during the present year to have two 
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girls, each day during the last term, actually prepare 
and serve meals for four or six people in a given 
length of time and within a certain allowance of 
money.

The work in Manual Training during the past 
year has been along the same lines as in former years, 
with more time given to individual needs. The boys 
were given an opportunity to make many articles to 
supply their personal wants. They also co-operated 
with the Chemistry and Physics Departments by 
making several pieces of apparatus and furnishings 
for the laboratory. A small play-house was built 
and furnished for the primary grades at Fayville. 

A variety of work was shown at the exhibition 
in June.

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Report of Medical Inspector. 


That the progress made in the medical inspection of 
schools may be shown, it is necessary to take into con- 
sideration not only the present year, but also the results 
of the previous year which are now showing. 

In 1918 and 1914, a more systematic and persistent 
effort was made to not only discover, but to discriminate 
upon, such conditions discovered, and follow up those 
which were of significance until some action was taken by 
the parents. 

To do this required a more complete examination, 
with a record of each pupil, showing not only any abnormal 
condition, but condition as a whole, and any peculiarities 
either mental or otherwise, noticed at the time of exam- 
ination or observed by the teachers. 

There being no data of this kind at hand, and the 
following up system, allowing me to so eall it, being 
entirely new, it required the assistance of a clerk to male 
records at the time of examination, and a trained nurse 
whose attention was called to the various factors as they 
were noticed, and who afterwards went to the parents 
explaining to them what had been found, and the im- 
portance of having the condition properly attended to. 

After the first visit, a report was made to the medical 
inspector, and when possible, suggestions were offered 
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that might assist in bringing about some action, if, upon 
the second visit which was made between three and four 
weeks later, such had not been resorted to. 


The strongest factor that showed itself as a result of 
these visits was the interest manifested by parents who 
freely questioned the nurse, not only in regard to the 
particular matter of her visit, but upon the general care 
and hygienic factors of everyday life pertaining to their 
children and proved their interest by their punctual 
action in having their children properly cared for. 


This I would refer to in comparison with the method 
of sending either letter, or printed form, which had pre- 
viously been done and, to which, scarcely any attention 
had been paid, either because, as one parent expressed it, 
“it does not amount to anything,” or because there 
seemed to be no one who took any particular interest, or 
at least enough, to care whether anything was done or 
not. 


There was oneother condition which showed itself 
yery strongly with the after visits, and that was, the 
better feeling shown by parents whose families were 
eared for during illness by other medical attendance, than 
the medical inspector of schools. There can be no doubt, 
we are most of us inclined to be either pro or con, in 
matters of this kind, and it is difficult to have other than 
a more or less antagonistic feeling when some other than 
our choice in the matter, examines and attempts to direct 
in any way the health of our children. The work of the 
nurse seemed to be a specific in this matter; her neutral 
position at all times, and her willingness to assist and, in 
any way, be of service, seemed a stimulus to the desired 
end. 
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Aside from minor ailments, all of which were quickly 
corrected, and a few conditons requiring prolonged treat- 
ment of specialists, which I am pleased to state at the 
last time of being informed, were under such care, the 
four most marked conditions discovered among the school 
attendance and which needed professional attention were 
enlarged tonsils; adenoid growths; fallen arches, other- 
wise known as flat feet, and caries of the teeth. Not all 
parents whose children had these conditions were advised 
to consult their physician regarding them only those 
being notified whose children gave a history of repeated 
throat troubles, persistant nasal irritations, deformity of 
the feet, or ankles, or both, from the conditon of the 
arches, and these taken in conjuction with the condition 
of the parts affected as well as any information regarding 
the child, the teacher could give. 


As an explanation of the discrimination, it may be 
well for me to state that the present trend of physicians 
is to treat those conditions only when there is some other 
reason than the mere knowledge that they exist, in other 
words, unless some harm has been, is now, or at some 
future time, threatens to result from them, medical or 
surgical interference is not indicated, and 1 say this in 
contra distinction to a minority who still hold to the view 
of doing something whether you have reason or not, 


——- 
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In the year of 1915 and 1914 there were twenty-nine 
families visited, to whom were reported as follows: 


Sixteen cases of enlarged tonsils. 
Kighteen cases of adenoids. 


Nineteen cases of fallen arches. 


Twenty-two cases of caries of the teeth. 


The present years inspection shows that eleven cases of 
tonsils; eight cases of adenoids; twelve cases of fallen 
arches-and thirteen cases of caries of the teeth were 
properly attended to. This, I want to say, is an ex- 
ceptionally high percentage, due, in a great measure, to 
the following up idea by a nurse. 


The present year shows: 

Twelve cases of enlarged tonsils. 
Sixteen cases of adenoids. 

Twelve cases of fallen arches. 
Twenty cases of caries of the teeth. 


The parents of these children have all been notified by 
blank form provided for the purpose. 


It is with regret that the medical inspector reports 
the loss of the services of the nurse this year, feeling that 
her part of the work is of the greatest value in getting 
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the best results, and strongly urges that the school com- 
mittee may see a way, either by additional appropriation 
or otherwise, to again have such service asa part of the 
school inspection. 


I wish to thank the superintendent, school committee 
and teachers, for their aid, and assure them of my appre- 
ciation of the same.
